It has proved that the comradeship of the spirit can 
be as strong in texture and purpose as the elaborately contrived 
ties between mutually suspicious despotisms. And it has given to 
the anguished peoples of the world a new faith in the future, and 
a new hope that that Pax Britannica and Pax Americana, which 
for over a hundred years have exorcised war on a long undefended 
frontier and made arms rivalry unthinkable, may one day visit 
with their blessing the entire world. If Their Majesties’ visit had 
done no more than bring home to the world-consciousness these 
vital truths, it would have earned universa! gratitude. 

To-day, many people, and not alone in the free countries, will 
rejoice in the growing intimacy between the two Democracies, for 
the more closely these are knit the greater the discouragement to 
freebooting adventure, and the brighter the prospects for the cause 
of freedom. Prejudiced onlookers scoff at the Democratic system, 
and like every human institution it has its weaknesses, begotten, in 
the main, of misunderstanding or excess. But malicious critics would 
do well to remember that in both America and Britain the system 
of government rests on a rock-like foundation—in the one case on 
the American Constitution, in the other on the British Constitu- 
tional Monarchy, which, by the American visit, has revealed anew, 
in unprejudiced eyes, its solid basis and its power for good. Well- 
proved devotion to these institutions can be depended upon to 
correct any momentary aberrations and to hold steadily aloft the 
ideal of liberty in the respective countries. So long as it endures, 
and so long as the two Democracies stand together in open- 
hearted friendship, tyrannies will be powerless for wide and lasting 
mischief, and “freedom’s holy flame ’’ will not die. “ Let us 
have faith that right makes might, and in that faith let us dare to 
do our duty as we understand it.’’ They are the words of a 
predecessor of President RooseveLt, Abraham Lincoln, among 
the mightiest of all upholders of human liberty. So long as the 
Democracies abide by them, so long will they be strong, and 
justice and progress will not perish from the earth. Governments 
may at times be tempted to depart from these high principles. 
But their firm establishment in the hearts of the peoples, 
strengthened by a Throne and Constitution, may be trusted to bring 
back stewards of public affairs to the policies of good faith which 
their peoples would have them pursue. 

We, as Jews, cannot forget that our whole future, whether we 
are to prosper or decay, whether we are to be bond or free, 
depends upon the strength of the two Democracies, and it is no 
mere coincidence that within their borders our people to-day find 
their greatest peace and security. Little need, then, to insist on 
Jewish loyalty to the cause of Anglo-American amity. We owe 
it, indeed, not merely to a sense of enlightened self-interest but to 
those principles for which Democracy stands and which are 
enshrined in our own noble teachings—respect for fair play, the 
dominance of reason, regard for the human personality, the 
equality of all men before God. Recreant to our own faith should 
we be if we played them false, or the nations which uphold them. 
But is there no positive action which we could also take? Might 
not English and American Jews, by drawing together in ever closer 
sympathy, help as members of the two peoples in consolidating 
the brotherhood of the two nations as a whole? After all, even 
on mere selfish grounds, the greater the association between 
British and American Jews and the greater their consequent 
strength the better the prospects for all our people, whose future is 
bound up with these two communities. We know that official 
contacts there are between them, directed solely to humanitarian 
purposes. But could they not be widened and multiplied also 
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in the social, religious, and cultural fields? Some organised 
movement looking to that end is surely called for not only in 
Jewish interests but in those of Anglo-American friendship. | Let 
this suggestion not be lightly cast aside. The times are critical ; 
the menace to the world’s dearest interests and to the ideals we Jews 
hold in common with the democratic States is dire. Nothing 
should be allowed to weigh in the scales against the decision that 
the world shall not be helped to set forth on the road to destruction, 
but shall go forward at last and securely on the path of moral 
progress and peace, 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


CAREERS FOR JEWISH YOUTH 


We announce this week the setting up by THe JewisH CHRONICLE of a 
bureau for the provision of guidance to Jews and Jewesses in the 
choice of a career. Readers of this paper will be aware that it has, 
on a number of occasions in the past, endeavoured to draw attention 
to the difficulties which confront young Jews and Jewesses about to 
make a start in life. and in particular to the tendencies to gravitate 
to certain trades and professions. Those difficulties are again referred 
to in another column of our present issue. We need here only say 
that the step which it is now proposed to take will be of a sternly 
practical kind. Information will be given and practical guidance offered 
where requested, and such assistance will be available without charge. 
In addition, a series of articles, written by experts, will be published 
from time to time and will serve to clarify ideas on what is an 
admittedly difficult problem. We would only. add a well-merited word 
of tribute to the Bnai B'rith and others who, with inadequate resources 
and organisation, have hitherto steadily kept the question to the front, 
and of hope that the youth of the Community and their parents will 
take the fullest advantage of the facilities now placed at their disposal. 
The sole purpose in view is to grapple with difficulties which threaten 
to atiain unpleasant dimensions, and to help the avoiding of mistakes 


which are apt to lead to much waste of effort, discouragement, and 
heari-break. 


ASYLUM FOR SOME WANDERING JEWS 


Revit will be felt at the decision of the Government to afford 
temporary ayslum, pending re-emigration, to some 250 of the 900 
German-Jewish refugees in the St. Louis who were recently refused 
admission to Cuba. The remainder of the 900 are being received 
by France, Holland, and Belgium. How the Cuban authorities came 
to act in the way they did, despite the visas in the refugees’ possession, 
and why they refused even the offer of American-Jewish organisations 
to put up nearly £100,000 for the refugees’ maintenance and to under- 
take all the necessary guarantees, is a matter that deserves investiga- 
tion, if Only because it seems to throw doubt on the efficacy of the 
method of what is called “orderly emigration.” Recognition is due. 
however, to the attitude of the four other Governments in face of 
this refusal, and particularly to the Belgian Government, which is 
now proposing to spend £41,000 for the maintenance of some 10,000 
Jews, mostly Austrian, owing to the impoverishment of the resources 
o! the local Jewish Committee. | 


At the same time, it must be pointed out that the St. Louis is only 
one of the vessels which have been roaming the seas in the vain 
search of a haven for their human cargoes. Some of them are no 
doubt loaded with hapless people who are: not provided with visas, 

~and who cannot, apparently, on that account, look for the same con- 
sideration as those on the St. Louis are receiving. As to that, one 
is compelled, while appreciating the importance of orderly emigration, 
to point out that the visa-less emigrants are, on pure grounds of 
mercy, aS much entitled to sympathy as those who have secured 


Visas. They are the victims of the same cruel expulsive force.

Since the first rift appeored 
in the lute a century ago, how much further has the departure jrom 
tradition taken them? No greater vindication of the stron nd 
taken by Moses against Korah’s seemingly innocent questions could 
be cited than the inordinate lengths to which some ol the iow) 
nonconformists have gone. There are many examples 
estrangement from Jewish life and practice among those w! e 
fled from the wrath of a dictator, even of many of those wiv have 
found a sanctuary in Eretz Yisrael.

all our woes are to be attributed to the absence of religious leaders ©! 
the calibre of those of old. No wonder this continual sighing lor 
the “good old days” received its counterblast in the prophetic 
utterances with their dream of the millennium “in the end o! days.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR 


JEWISH MISTRESSES AND 
JEWISH MAIDS 


By WATCHMAN 


AMONG the most pathetic of those in flight from the German Hades 
are surely the young girls who have entered this country and found. 
bread and safety in some branch of domestic employment. I use the 
word pathetic not because I believe there is anything low or humili- 
ating in such service but because it frequently signifies a violent 
change from previous modes of life as well as great ambitions 
blighted. There are, however, other human elements in this tragedy. 
lhere are the mistresses here who, good-naturedly, give the refugees 
this employment and who sometimes find themselves up agaitist 
difficulties which, in the first flush of enthusiasm, they may not have 
anticipated. And, of course, when you get a puzzled mistress 
co-operating under the same roof with an unhappy maid, there are 
likely to be ruffled tempers and perhaps clandestine tears. Because 
of al! this, I was immensely interested in what a non-Jew recently had 
to say about his two Jewish refugee servants in the columns of the 
well-known Nonconformist publication, THe British WEEKLY. 


This gentleman (Mr. John A. Patten) tells us that, “in common with 
most,” he and his family were worried about the Jews in Germany 
and wondered what they could do in the matter. The marriage of their 
cook provided the opportunity, or, rather, it provided two opportun- 
ities, .for the cook’s daughter had been employed in the same 
domestic ménage, and, like her mother, was about to leave. Mr. 
Patten, as im patriotic duty bound, first tried the English market. 
But all the usual sources of supply produced only one “ abrupt and 
unenthusiastic letter ™ which led to nothing. That cleared the way 
for the refugees. Iwo sisters living in Berlin were engaged, and in a 
few days the young Jewesses were in London. “If first impressions 
count for anything,” says Mr. Patten, “ we are in luck!” Once here, 
everything to them was wonderful. That their new home was in the 
country was wonderful, that they could look out of the windows at 
trees, grass, and flowers was wonderful, that they could listen to the 
wireless in the evenings was wonderful, everything and everybody was 
wonderful. After a time, they spoke of their sufferings in Germany, 
and when the first strangeness had worn off, their spirits revived and 
their sense of humour began to show itself. “It is always good to 
hear laughter in the kitchen,” says Mr. Patten, “and we often hear it 
now.” “ These daughters of Israel,” writes their employer, “ are keenly 
intelligent and speak English well after only three months’ tuition... .” 
Work, he adds, is part of their religion. They never stop, and in this 
particular “ betray their non-English origin.” Now I am lifting this 
story from THe British WEEKLY because it is highly pleasing to find 
kindly non-Jews drawing a prize in what was, after all, something in 
the nature of a lottery—the hiring of two young foreign Jewesses for 
work in their household. And I am sure that my readers will be glad 
to read of their success and the apparent happiness of the two maids. 


But I am far from forgetting that sometimes a blank is drawn and 
that the merry note of laughter does not always arise from the servants’ 
quarters. Why? Why should the life of Jewish maid and mistress 
together not always go like a summer song? Well, let us first get 
our sense of proportion right. It is not all summer happiness in 
every home employing native girls. _Mary Jane has her faults and 
her prejudices, and so indeed have Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Brown. And 
Often they do not hit it off together. Their temper and their tempera- 
ment are at violent odds. Hence one note in the bitter chorus about 
the “servant problem.” How, then, expect every British Jewess’s 
experiment with an Austrian-Jewish maid to be an unmitigated 
Success? With the very utmost deference to these mistresses, have 
they not also their temper and their temperament? But that, of course, 
is Only half the story, or less even than that! In all these engagements 
of girls from abroad there enter factors which are absent from the 
Ordinary relations between the employer and the employed, and they 
call for the exercise of imagination. 


Think of it. Here is a girl who, in her homeland, was perhaps a 
member of a comfortably-to-do household. Perhaps she was a student 
with an academic career before her, or proficient in three or four 
languages. Then, like a sudden cloudburst, poverty swoops upon her. 
Her hopes of the future vanish like idle dreams. She finds herself an 
exile in a foreign land, far from her people. Those experiences would 
Strain the human nature of the most resigned among us. But that is 
not all. This girl, once surrounded with every care and comfort, now 
finds herself a governess to other children. Who could blame her if 
She remembered that she was once a child enjoying the attentions of 
& governess, and who could be very impatient with her if, as she 
witnessed the signs of prosperity all around her, she sometimes rebelled 
inwardly and asked herself whether she, a Jewess, was not as good as 
that other Jewess, her mistress. Perhaps her mistress would divine 


= 


such ideas in the girl's bearing, or, at any rate, expect them to arise, 
and so between the two a factor of constraint would be introduced 
which would keep them apart and in the end wreck the whole venture. 


Then, again, it is likely that the girl may not be sufficiently trained 
for her work and may carry on like an amateur, with sins of com- 
mission Or Omission that may harrow the feelings of the very exact, 
and exacting, mistress. Or her ideas are not English ideas, or her ways 
English ways, and again would come the clash of differences. 
Perhaps, too, she would be full of her own sorrowful experiences in 
Berlin and Vienna—so full that her audience would tire of them after 
a while and vote her a bore and a nuisance. And so, what with one 
thing and another, what with nostalgia, heartache, lack of sympathy, 
strangeness in a strange land, and ruin of young hopes, her mind is 
not on her new work. She longs to resume her old station, to rebuild 
those hopes, and she feels and comports herself like a bird of passage 
that has temporarily come to earth in an alien place but will surely fly 
on one day to her appointed goal. All these things, I say, are for 
mistresses to ponder imaginatively and sympathetically. It would not 
be so difficult if, from time to time, they would try and imagine them- 
selves in their employee's place and think of themselves overwhelmed 
with a like distress. 


But out of the sympathy should also come practical measures. Is 
it too much to ask the Community as a whole to support the efforts 
that are being made in certain quarters to provide not merely a 
practical training for these girls in their new duties but an education 
in English ideas and habits, so that they understand the English 
mentality and become amenable to its working? Half the troubles that 
come between the employer and her employee spring from the fact that 
they simply do not understand one another. Above all, too, should an 
attempt be made to prevent the maid from brooding on her sorrows. 
It is natural. But, too much indulged, it degenerates into a disease 
and clouds the life of the houschold. Employers who understand 
will try, in the spirit of the Gentile whose letter I have quoted 
above, to wean the exile gently of her mental sickness by smoothing 
the path for her, making the atmosphere radiant with cheerfulness, 
and encouraging her to bury the dead past. Given that, then, perhaps, 
in nearly every home where the exiles are lodged the environment ot 
that non-Jewish ménage in the country will repeat itself. The refugee 
girls’ strangeness will wear off, their spirits will revive, especially if they 
are Orthodox girls who have found an Orthodox home, and their sense 
of humour re-emerge, and there will be laughter instead of tears below

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Obituary 


HERR SAMSON ROTHSCHILD 
Historian of the Jews of Worms 


WILFRID SAMUEL writes: 


Herr Samson Rothschild, the schoolmaster who was known all over 
ihe world to students of history as the authority on the Jews of 
Worms, died in his ninety-second year on 
Saturday at Empire Court, Wembley. 
this venerable scholar, a gracious and 
lovable old gentleman, and a teacher of 
-lossical German, as well as of Judaism, 
did not escape assault by the Nazis. During 
ihe pogrom night last November, his 
home in Worms was attacked, what time 
‘he Worms Synagogue and Rashi Chapel 

Germany's oldest buildings—were being 
burnt to the ground, Flammenwerfer and 
petrol having been fetched specially from 
Miavence because the 900-year-old 
masonry Was resisting the incendiaries. 

Lehrer Rothschild showed a similar 
subbornness, and this nonagenarian, who 
had never left the Rhineland, landed at 
( roydon aerodrome last March, delighted Herr Samson ROTHSCHILD 
i» breathe tree air, to be reunited to his 
relatives, to meet Anglo-Jewish students, and to receive the visits of 

» many old pupils now in London-—some of them men in their 
sities. He was singularly free from bitterness, this man who had lost 

including even the monuments of which he was the historian, and 
‘ho had been expelled in extreme old age from State teachers’ organi- 

‘ions which he had helped to found and over which he had presided 
for more than fifty years. His long life had been devoted to good 
deeds, for he was in himself an education aid society of which Jews 
ind. -Christuans alike were beneficiaries. When he turned ninety in 
January, 1937, he received over a thousand letters and telegrams, 
many of them from non-Jews. 

The tuneral was at the East Ham Cemetery on Tuesday, and was 
conducted by Rabbi S. Mestel. An address in German was given by 
Mr. Albert Rothschild, late of Worms, a former pupil, but not a 
relauve. The family mourners were Mr. Josef Wetterhahn, son-in- 
aw, and Mr. Colley Toeman, his prospective son-in-law. 

He is survived by two daughters and a granddaughter. 


THE REV. E. BLOOM (Merthyr Tydfil) 


[he death occurred last week in Merthyr Tydfil, Wales, of the Rev. 
[1 Bloom, aged 67. He had been Chazan Shochet and Minister to 
the Merthyr Hebrew Congregation for over thirty-eight years. He was 
elected to this office after having acted in a similar caoacity to the 
Congregations at Wrexham and Cork. Mr. Bloom received his eariy 
training at Yesh.vas in Russia and came to Eng'and about fifty years 
azo. He went to the Manchester Yeshiva and soon attracted the 
attention of the late Dayan Susman Cohen, who took a great liking 
tohim. After a short period in the city, Eli Bloom married the late 
Sarah Levene, niece of the Dayan, and sister of the late Rabbi Harris 
Levene of Manchester. 

For some years he had been in constant demand as a speaker at 
Various churches in the Merthyr Tydfil district. He was respected 
lor his sterling character and beloved for his geniality and modesty. 

The funeral was attended by all the Jewish clergy and officials of 
the neighbouring congregations, and a number of the non-Jewish 
clergy of Merthyr Tydfil also came to the Synagogue.

The Rev. Eli Bloom was in every sense a true servant of the Lord. By 
his piety, integrity, and uprightness he gained the respect and admiration of 
both Jews and non-Jews in South Wales.

RABBI I. HIRSHOWITZ (Manchester)

HERR SAMSON ROTHSCHILD 
Historian of the Jews of Worms 


Me. SAMUEL writes : 


Herr Samson Rothschild, the schoolmaster who was known all over 
the world to students of history as the authority on the Jews of 
Worms, died in his ninety-second year on 
Saturday at Empire Court, Wembley. 
This venerable scholar, a gracious and 
lovable old gentleman, and a teacher of 
classical German, as well as of Judaism, 
did pot escape assault by the Nazis. During 
the pogrom night last November, his 
home in Worms. was attacked, what time 
the Worms Synagogue and Rashi Chapel 
—{,ermany’s oldest buildings—were being 
burnt to the ground, Flammenwerfer and 
petrol having been fetched specially from 
Mayence because the 900-year-old 
masonry Was resisting the incendiaries... 

ehrer Rothschild showed a similar 

»bornness, and this nonagenarian, who [=== 


hid never left the Rhineland, landed at 
( oydon aerodrome last March, delighted Herr Samson ROTHSCHILD 
io breathe free air, to be reunited to his 
relatives, to meet Anglo-Jewish students, and to receive the visits of 
his many old pupils now in London-—some of them men in their 
sities. He was singularly free from bitterness, this man who had lost 
including. even the monuments of which he was the historian, and 
who had been expelled in extreme old age from State teachers’ organi- 
ions Which he had helped to found and over which he had presided 
for more than fitty years. Hus long life had been devoted to good 
deeds, lor he was in himself an education aid society of which Jews 


| Christians alike were beneficiaries. When he turned ninety in 


January, 1937, he received over a thousand letters and telegrams, ©

“ THE PRICE-CUTTING PROBLEM” 


Mr. Oskotsky, in your issue of the 2nd inst., quotes the ECONOMIST 
on this subject. But neither the Jew-baiters who play on the teelings 
of the small non-Jewish shopkeeper who is adjacent to a cul-price 
competitor nor the shopkeepers themselves read the ECONOMIST or 
would appreciate the fine points of the argument propounded. They 
are up against stark reality. Having failed to win the sympathies 
of the masses by offering them a common hatred of the Jew, the 
Fascists are now concentrating their efforts on the small shopkeeper, 
and are endeavouring to obtain his allegiance to their movement by 
alarming him with the menace, real or alleged, of the cut-price Jewish 
irader. Animosity between Jewish and Gentile shopkeepers on this 
particularly sore point has not yet reached the stage where feelings 
can be said to be seriously embittered. But by sponsoring a separate 
organisation, not outwardly Fascist, to safeguard the interests and 
general welfare of the full-price trader, the Blackshirts are creating 
a mass of ill-feeling which it may be impossible to eradicate, and 
which may ultimately result in a virulent form of anti-Semitism. It 
is absurd to suggest that the cut-price trader is of value to the public 
because he offers commodities at lower prices. The problem must 
be considered from a much wider angle, and the well-being of the 
Community must take priority. So long as one Jewish cut-price trader 
exists (and the wholesaler who supplies him is equally culpable), there 
will remain an easy excuse for anti-Semitism, and one which 1s 
exceedingly difficult to rebut.—Mr. Davip BrotMacHer, 153, Chats- 
worth Road, W.2.

ynagogue. Councillor Davis, alleged Dr. Homa, had summoned the 
President of his (Mr. Turner's) Synagogue to come to him and had told 
the President that he did not desire Mr. Turner as ‘a delegate. Dr. Homa 
challenged the right of Councillor Davis to treat the President of the 
Synagogue in this way. 

Dr. Homa then referred to the case of Mr. Nagler. Mr. Nagler. he said, 
was a member of the Commercial Road Talmud Torah. He had repeatedly 
asked for his burial contributions to be transferred to the Clapton Syna- 
gogue, and this request had been repeatedly refused. Yet when he was 
elected by the Synagogue to come there as a delegate, he was refused 
admission, 

[he question at issue, Dr. Homa maintained. was one that should not be 
decided by a show of hands but by a ballot, and if the President wanted 
to act as a true democrat he ought to welcome a secret ballot as the only 
way of obtaining a fair result. He was surely not afraid of people voting 
differently by ballot than by a show of hands. And in case Councillor 
Davis might object that they could not provide ballot papers at such; 
short notice, they (the Constitutional Group) had taken the precaution of 
bringing ballot papers with them. (These ballot papers were subsequently 
handed to Councillor Davis, who refused to accept them.) 

That special meeting, continued Dr. Homa, was not the special meeting 
which the Constitutional Group had requisitioned. Some people were 
terming his group “rebels.” “If the upholding of the constitution means 
being a rebel, | am very proud to be one,” he declared. : 

The Executive's resolution could not be accepted as a reply to the demands 
made. It was a dangerous resolution which could not easily be answered 
by “yes” or “no.” If they answered “Yes,” they were deliberately 
inviting the Excutive to go on ignoring the constitution. If they said ~ No” 
—which was the better of the two courses— the President and his Executive 
could say: “ We have offered them an election and they dont want it. We 
will go on for another seven years.” Therefore the only alternative so as 
to secure justice was the amendment which he had moved. 

Dr. Homa, in his subsequent remarks, also referred to the fact that when 
the Beth Din had summoned the Hon. Officers to attend, no one attended 
(* Shame!” shouted many of the delegates.) Any weakening on their part 
now, he said, would be fatal. 

In seconding the amendment, Mr. J. GotprerG said he belonged to an 
organisation which was governed by a constitution. They had their mghts 
in the Register of Friendly Societies, and if those rules were not carried 
out, any member had the right of claiming an arbitration on those rules. 
“Do you realise that you, and not the President and the Executive, are 
the Federation of Synagogues.” Mr. Goldberg told the delegates, who. he 
said, were being deprived of their rights. Mr. Goldberg also referred to 
the death of the Vice-President, Mr. D. Barnett, and asked why tt was his 
plate had not yet been filled? It was being said that the Federation was 
being run by one man. He was not there to destroy the Federation of 
Synagogues. On the contrary, he wanted the delegates present 

The remainder of Mr. Goldberg's sentence was drowned in the chorus 
of uproar from some delegates. 

About thirty speakers took part in the discussion. 


 Time-Limit on Speeches 


Five minutes were allotted to each of the participants, and, when it was 
getting very late, three. 

Interruptions were frequent; there were many cries of “ Time, time, and 
it was with the utmost difficulty that most of the delegates whe spoke were 
able to proceed with their points. 

While one of the delegates was speaking and was pointing out the good 
work the Federation had done since Councillor Davis had become its 
President. the CuatrMan told an interrupter that unless he kept quiet he 
would order him out of the room. (Cries of “Oh!”) 

Mr. M. GoipserG told the meeting that the President of his Synagogue 
was present and that he was not an accredited delegate. “Be men, he 
urged, “and have the courage of your convictions.” 

Could anyone say it was wrong to protest against an election not being 
held for seven years? asked another delegate. 

A supporter of the Executive's resolution stressed the good work which, 
he said, Councillor Davis had done in connection with the boycott of 
German goods and the upbuilding of Palestine. 7 } 

It was pointed out, in the course of the further discussion, that thirty-four 
Synagogues out of some seventy-two had signed the Constitutional Group's 
requisition, 7 

Reference was made by a delegate to what the Federation had done for 
the Yeshivot and Talmud Torahs. 

In his reply, CoUNCILLOR Davis said that he was sure flat a good many of 
them had been misled. Referring to Mr. J. Goldberg's references to the 
Register of Friendly Societies, Councillor Davis said that the question of 
registration as to a Friendly Society did not apply to a Synagogue nor to 
any charitable institution unless that charitable institution was not of a 
religious nature. There was a suggestion some years ago that the 
Federation should be registered. Legal advice was taken, and it was shown 
that there would be an expenditure incurred of some thousands of pounds 
and they would not be a pennyworth the better off for it. Mr. Goldberg 
had also complained of the continued vacancy following the death of their 
Vice-President. On the death of Mr. Barnett, they had agreed out of 
respect for Mr. Barnett not to fill that position until the new election. 

Councillor Davis referred to a meeting which had been held of Mr. J. 
Goldberg, Mr. Shocket, Mr. Moscovitch, and himself on April 30. Mr. 
Goldberg asked for an election. He replied that he entirely agreed. 
Mr. Goldberg asked when could they have an election, and he replied 
after the Yom-Tovim. Mr. Goldberg said that was too long to wait for, 
and he asked that it should be held in a month. He told Mr. Goldberg 
that that was too short a period. Mr. Shocket suggested two months, and 
he (Mr. Davis) said: “ Very well, within three months.” 

Mr. GOLDBERG rose to deny the accuracy of this account of what 
took place. 

COUNCILLOR Davis said there was another witness of what took - place 
present, and this — Mr. Shocket, who was asked by Councillor Davis 
o say what happened. 

MR. Suitanes = Everything you said was right, with the exception of the 
latter part. Mr. Goldberg insisted on a month, and Mr. Davis said it would 
be impossible. I said: ‘ Make it two months.’ Mr. Davis said it must be 
three months. Mr. Goldberg would not agree to the three months. 3 

“They are saying it is only the constitution they are worried about,” 
said COUNCILLOR Davis. “ If this is so, why don’t they accept the motion? 
He would give them an explanation as to why the elections had been 
held up. He referred to certain negotiations which he had conducted 
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on behalf of the Federation with the Inspector of Taxes in connection 
with a certain claim that was made by the income tax authorities which 
had led to an alteration in the constitution which, he said, was agreed 
to at the meeting called for the purpose; it was also agreed, he said, 
to adjourn the election until this matter was disposed of. Another explana- 
tion for the delay in the elections was that the delegates had agreed to 
hold them over until the question of the cemetery at Rainham had been 
settled. This year was their jubilee year, and they said they should hold 
a function, and in the early days they decided to hold a banquet. But after 
what happened at Nuremberg, he took the view that it was impossible 
to have a banquet and it was his intention to have a special religious 
service and a jubilee meeting, and that then the elections would be held. 

Councillor Davis enumerated what he had done for the Federation in 
connection with Talmud Torahs, Palestine, and the Polish Jews in Germany. 
He had been asked to go to Poland, apd had said: what was the good 
of his going out to the Stetlech with only £10,000, in view of the indescrib- 
able suffering and misery of their brethren there. But, he said, if they 
could have funded him a million pounds no one would have been happier 
than he to go over. 

After further observations there were cries of “ Vote, vote!” 

Dr. Homa claimed the right to reply, a right in support of which he 
had quoted the constitution. But this was refused by the President. 

A division was demanded by some of the delegates, and this was granted 
by the Chairman, four scrutineers being appointed. 

There were cries of “ Ballot.” 

Before the voting took place, the PresipeNT said he regarded the amend- 
ment as a lack of confidence in him. 

The voting was on the amendment, and excitement now grew to fever 

itch. 
. When the amendment was declared lost—the figures given were totally 
inaudible to me in the terrific din which was taking place—a storm of 
protest broke out among the delegates supporting the constitutional party.

VMIANDATES COMMISSION IN SESSION 


Examination of Government Repsrt and 
White Paper 


FUTILITY OF LEAGUE SECRETARIAT 


[From our League Correspondent—Geneva) 


How pathetic the situation of the League of Nations has become 
even within the bosom of the Permanent Mandates Commission was 
clearly shown in the opening meeting of the thirty-sixth session of the 
Commission last week, when the Secretary of the Commission. the 
Director of the Mandates Section, M. de Haller, gave an outline of 
the Secretariat's activities In connection with mandates since the Com- 
mission’s last session, How futile the actions of the League Secretariat 
have become the few listeners in the Press and public galleries became 
aware on learning that all the Secretariat had done was to receive 
some documents, to pass them on to members of the Commission. to 
publish the minutes of the presiding session of the Commission and of 
the Council, and so on. 

Yet the session which is taking place at present at Geneva is generally 
described as one of the most important ever held by that body, notably 
in respect of the questions raised by the reports on Palestine and Syria. 

[here is still hope, though the Secretariat itself does not show 
an) thing like the spirit animating the first years of the existence of the 
| cague, that a few members of the Commission will have maintained 
their independence, irrespective of the Government of the countries 
they represent. 

Members present at the session are M. Pierre Orts (Belgium), Chair- 
man of the Commission; Professor William Rappard (Switzerland), 
Vice-Chairman; Baron F. M. Asbeck (Netherlands), Miss V. Dannevig 
(Norway), M. A. Giraud (France), Lord Hankey (United Kingdom), 
and Comte de Penha Garcia (Portugal), Mr. C. W. H. Weave: 
attended as an expert from the International Labour Office. 

Mr. Leopoldo Palacios, the Spanish member of the Commission, 
informed the President by letter that he would not attend the meetings 
of the Commission during the session. This event is due to Spain's 
recent withdrawal from the League. Mr. Palacios, who ts one of the 
oldest members of the Commission, is staying in Geneva, and only 
iwo days before his resignation made an appointment with your 
correspondent for the day of the opening session, at which he intended 
. to be present. 

Ihe representatives of Great Britain are Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, 
who will explain the British Government's recommendations regarding 
the future of Palestine. He arrived in Geneva on Wednesday; in the 
meantime, on Tuesday, and on Wednesday morning, the ordinary 
annual report on Palestine was examined and discussed by the Com- 
mission, with the assistance of the other accredited representatives 
of the Mandatory Power, Sir Grattan Bushe, Legal Adviser to the 
Secretary of State, Mr. S. Moody, Deputy Chief Secretary to the 
Government of Palestine, Mr. A. S. Kirkbride, and Mr. H. F. Downie. 


Mr. Moody Cross-Examined 


On Tuesday, the Commission learnt, in examination of Mr. Moody, 
that the terrorist disturbances during 1938 aflected the economic and 
social life of the country more seriously even than in the previous 
vear, and made it almost impossible to give due attention to the ordin- 
ary problems of government. Since October, Mr. Moody stated, the 
Situation had become so grave that the military authorities took 
charge, the civil administrators continuing to function as advisers. _ 

Briefly outlining events since the termination of the year with which 
the report dealt, Mr. Moody informed the Commission that at the 
beginning of this year public attention in Palestine was directed to the 
conference held by the British Government in London during February 
and March in the hope of arriving at an agreed settlement in consulta- 
tion with Arab and Jewish representatives. By the end of April, the 
terrorist bands had been broken up as the result of extensive military 
operations. In May, the increase in the efforts to effect illegal immigra- 
tion of Jews became a factor of importance. On the issue during that 
month of the British White Paper containing the Mandatory Power's 
proposals for the solution of the problem of Palestine, the immediate 
reaction among the Jews was perceived to be hostile, but it was too 
early yet to define the Arab attitude. 

_ In the course of the examination of the Report on Palestine, atten- 
tion was given to the problem of the Jewish National Home, immi- 
gration, land sales, Jewish economic developments, and the political 
parties among the Jews in Palestine. 

he type of arms used by the Arab terrorists was mentioned. The 
version given in the Report is that stocks of arms left behind by the 
different armies at the end of the World War were discovered by the 
Arabs, who concealed them for years and are now using them... . 


Economic Condition of Palestine 


On Wednesday, the Commission considered especially the economic 
sections of the Report and again questioned Mr. Moody. The members 
of the Commission are said to have emphasised the fact that the 
country, economically, is by no means in an unfavourable position. 

Mr, Moody declared, however, that the economic development oi 
Palestine was far from being satisfactory. It has been characteristic 
that the Report of the Mandatory Power, instead of taking pride in the 
fconomic progress of the country, sought to minimise the prosperity 
of the country. In considering the somewhat surprising stability of 

€ economic position during the period of civil disturbance, Mr. 
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Moody warned the Commission that over-optimism should be avoided. 
He called attention to the fact that millions of pounds were being 
spent on troops and police for the restoration of public security, and 
that this money came out of the pockets of the British taxpayer. 
It was brought out in the discussion that the number of British troops 
now in Palestine is 20,000. 

Analysing -the statistics given in the Report on Palestine’s foreign 
trade, Mr. Moody explained that Great Britain has in no way sought 
to control the trade of the country. Although principal consumer of 
exports from Palestine, Britain's imports to the country took second 
place. Another remarkable feature of the discussion was the recog- 
nition by the Commission that Jewish brains were responsible for 
technical developments in the citrus industry. During the present year, 
it was revealed that the crop had been good and commanded 
satisfactory prices. 

On Thursday morning, the Commission intended to conclude. the 
examination of the annual report. In the afternoon it was to examine 
the White Paper. Mr. Malcolm MacDonald was to attend this meeting 


and answer questions. The Colonial Secretary will be at Geneva until 
to-morrow, 


PALESTINE POLICY BEFORE THE LEAGUE 
Jewish Agency's Strong Protest 


The “strongest possible protest” against the British Government's 
White Paper policy for Palestine and a call to the League of Nations 
to uphold the internationally-recognised rights of the Jewish people 
are made in a letter from Dr. Chaim Weizmann to the Permanent 
Mandates Commission, the letter accompanying the annual memoran- 
dum submitted by the Jewish Agency to the Commission. 

“The new policy of the Government,” wrote Dr. Weizmann, * denies 
to the Jewish people the right to reconstitute their National Home 
in Palestine. The need of the Jewish people for a home was never 
more acute than to-day, and its denial at this tinie ts particularly 
harsh. In their opposition to the new policy, the Jews are fortified 
by the support of many distinguished leaders of public opinion, to 
whom the new policy appears as a breach of faith. 

“The promise made by H.M. Government to the Jewish people in 
1917 was subsequently endorsed by all civilised nations, and forms 
the basis of the Mandate for Palestine conferred upon H.M. Govern- 
ment by the League of Nations. The Jews accordingly look to the 
League, in which ultimate control over Palestine is vested, to uphold 
their internationally-recognised rights. 

“ The policy laid down in the White Paper.’ contimues the letter, 
“ proposes, by permitting Jewish immigration after the lapse of five 
years only if the Arabs of Palestine acquiesce to it, to. relegate the 
Jews in Palestine to the position of a permanent minority. It also 
proposes to prohibit Jewish settlement altogether in certain parts of 
Palestine, and to restrict it in other parts and, in addition, to terminate 
the Mandate and convert Palestine into an independent State, thereby 
placing the Jewish National Home under the domination of the Arab 
majority. The White Paper, in effect, abrogates the recognition, 
expressed in the Balfour Declaration and the Mandaie, of the special 
status of the Jewish people. 

“Taken as a whole, the new policy ts in direct contradiction to 
the whole trend and purpose of the Palestine Mandate. More 
particularly, it ignores the Preamble to the Mandate, and is in 
conflict with various specific injunctions contained in its articles.” 
On the proposal to terminate the Mandate itself, Dr. Weizmann wrote: 
“It is reasonable to argue that the Palestine Mandate cannot properly 
be terminated until the Jewish National Home ts firmly established, 
and that if an emergency arises calling for an early termination of 
the Mandate, it should be succeeded by such a regime as would secure 
the fulfilment of that purpose in the future.” 

On the proposal to prohibit or restrict Jewish land settlement, Dr. 
Weizmann added that he was forced to the conclusion that the Govern- 
ment’s intention to “re'egate Jews to a Pale of Setthement in. the 
country of the National Home” has a political and not an economic 
object. The test of the Jewish National Home, he insisted, must 
be the effective possibility for any Jew who is able to settle in it 
without causing injury to others to do so as a matter of right. “A 
National Home for the Jewish people loses is meaning the moment 
that the entry of Jews is forbidden save with the permission of the 
Arabs.”

Path to Peace With Arabs 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, June 9] 


During the past ten days, the British military authorities in Palestine 
have taken the most drastic measures in the train of what have 
appeared to be Jewish outbreaks of violence. But the effect of the 
collective punishment imposed on large sections of the population has 
been most dire, as I predicted it would be a couple of weeks ago in 
these columns. A curfew upon an Arab town or village has not the 
same crushing consequence as in the case of a town or village with 
modern standards of life. 

The closing of the cinemas for ten days, the prohibition upon cafés 
and restaurants in Jerusalem to open after 8 o'clock, the suspension 
of seven Jewish urban bus routes in Jerusalem (carrying 16,000 of 
the city’s 25,000 Jewish passengers daily), and the thirty-six-hour ban 
on inter-city and inter-district traffic entering and leaving Tel-Aviv 
were deliberately intended to outlaw the entire Jewish Community 
as retribution for the crimes or misdeeds of irresponsible individuals 
pursuing an independent course. 

It is true that crimes were committed and people killed by young 
desperadoes who regard the restraints of the past three years as ill- 
conceived; but why deprive large sections of the Community not only 
of their communications but also of their chance of earning a meagre 
livelihood, as in the case of the Meah Shearim market? This ts the 
central shopping district for Jewish Jerusalem, with its 70,000 
inhabitants. The stallholders and shopkeepers are of the same economic 
status and capacity as their contemporaries in the Petticoat Lane 
district of London. They depend on the day’s earnings for their daily 
bread. When the military authorities ordered that the market-place 
and shops be closed down, as a penalty. for the fatal shooting of an 
Arab in the vicinity, for forty-eight hours from 4 o'clock Wednesday 
afternoon, June 7, they deprived those people of two days’ bread. 
The measure was all the more severe because # comprised Thursday 
afternoon and evening, the main shopping periods of the week. 


“No Nonsense—From Jews ” 


The truth may be, as one prominent resident told me this week, that 
the British authorities have adopted the slogan, “ We shall stand. no 
nonsense at all—from the Jews.” For three years they have been 
standing a great deal more than nonsense from the Arabs; only the 
other Friday, June 2, when four British soldiers and three Jewish 
supernumeraries in a combined patrol were shot dead, the rescue 
party found their bodies horribly mutilated. The injuries suggested 
rather the Red Indians of the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries than 
a so-called civilised people of the twentieth century to whom a great 
Government is offering a large measure of autonomy. Nor has this 
been all: the British Army rank and file could tell their superiors a 
few revealing stories of the methods pursued by the “ patriots ” fighting 
for their national independence by torturing their own fellow- 
countrymen and coreligionists, beating the women, robbing the villages, 
and generally conducting a “racket” for funds. 

Ihe Arab revolt is fundamentally a campaign for the extortion of 
moneys from the long-suffering peasantry and a movement to 
aggrandise certain leaders, and the word “ racket” used by the War 
Oilice in its statement of January 9 was well chosen. But the Jewish 
movement is not a “racket,” nor can its principal institutions be 
identified with the personal racketeering and aggrandisement which 
marks the Mufti of Jerusalem's policy. It is the object of Jewish 
nationalism to found a safe and prosperous home for scores and 
hundreds of thousands of harried and hounded Jews from European 
countries. The object of Arab “nationalism” is to obtain nepotic 
preferment for the self-appointed leaders. 

Yishuy’s Attitude Known to Authorities 

The civil and military authorities in Jerusalem are well aware of 
this difference. They are similarly aware of the abhorrence expressed 
by the Jewish national institutions of any form of violence and of 
the efforts made to ensure that the strictest discipline be observed in 
this sphere. If, notwithstanding these efforts to inculcate obedience to 
the principle “ Thou shalt not kill” among certain elements of the 
Yishuv, there are breaks in Jewish self-restraint, there is positively no 
justification for pushing the expedient of wide collective responsibility 
to vindictive limits. The resultant acrimony and bitterness at the 
loss of livelihood, at the hardships imposed, far outweigh the salutary 
object which the authorities believe is impressed by their petulant and 
peevish action against the entire Community. 

In its statement this week, the General Council of Palestinian Jews 
reiterated this viewpoint, and added the argument that the authorities 
might be attempting to browbeat the Yishuv into a complaisant accept- 
ance of the White Paper proposals by giving it a foretaste of how 
economic non-co-operation or civil disobedience would be countered. 
It is hard to believe that the Administration has conceived any such 
course of action; but if it has, it will be met with all the more forceful 
resistance. 

Yet there may be something ultimately beneficial in this similarity 
of treatment by the British authorities of both Jewish and Arab sections

Terrorism in rural Palestine is still rare, but there were two instances 
of it on Saturday. Shots were fired at the Jewish settlement of Yas" 
and Isaac Bratt was seriously injured. Jewish notrim travelling in «" 
armoured car to Hartuv, west of Jerusalem, were attacked by fifteen 
Arab gangsters. The notrim returned the fire and one terrorist ws

killed. On the same day, another bomb was found in the Jerusalem 
Post Office, and it exploded while being removed. A British pol'¢ 
constable was killed and eight post oflice workers injured. Late’, 
extensive searches were made in the Jewish quarters of the city, 2nd 
au unexploded bomb and a quantity of ammunition were found. 
Several arrests were made. 

One Arab was killed and twelve injured by the explosion of a Jand 
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mine near Tiberias on Sunday morning. In consequence, considerable 
tension prevailed in the town, and there was stoning of Jews by Arabs. 
Later, curfew was proclaimed and all Jewish traffic suspended. 

The new military Commander of the district ordered the demolition 
of four Jewish-owned houses in the Achuvah quarter of Tiberias as 
punishment. This order has roused considerable feeling among the 
Jewish population, and they point out that not a single Arab house has 
ever been demolished in the town despite the number of attacks on 
Jews there. A case in point was the murder of five women and 
children who were burnt to death last year. No such punishment was 
imposed on the Arabs. 

A grave-digger named Abraham Mintz, walking in a cemetery on 
the Mount of Olives on Sunday, was shot dead by Arabs. During 
the night, six bombs exploded in various parts of Tel-Aviv, damaging 
telephone boxes. Military searches were carried out in the city. On 
Monday morning, a British constable was injured by a bomb 
explosion on the boundary of Jaffa. 

A party of armed people dressed in European clothing went to the 
Arab village of Baladash Sheikh, near Haifa, on Monday night, 
simmoned five of the villagers from their houses, took them out of the 
village, and murdered them. The villagers informed the police that 
some of the attackers wore brown shirts. The belief is current in 
Haita that they were Druzes from Syria. 

ihe Government has suspended for a fortnight the publication of 
the German bulletin DeutscHts Nacuricnten Burro, published in 
Icrusalem. Some of its reports, it is stated, are harmful to security in 
the country. 


THE WORK GOFS ON 


Nine Settlements Established Since Issue 
of White Paper 


[COMMUNICATED] 


lo date, there have been forty-seven new settlements founded in 
Palestine since the outbreak of the disturbances in April, 1936. Nine 
o! them have been established since the issuing of the White Paper. 
Some of these are of particular interest, and details of four are given 
below 

\t the beginning of May, the negotiations for the transfer of a total 
of 2.000 dunams in the Vale of Beisan was completed. The acquisition 
of this area, which adjoins Tirath Zvi, is particularly valuable for its 
proximity to this isolated settlement. 

An occupation group of forty people is stationed there to cultivate 
the fields pending its permanent settlement, A second “ point” will 
be established near the Betsan-Jericho road, and the three settlements 
together will form a compact unit of Orthodox workers on the southern 
border of the Vale of Beisan. 

At the same time, a temporary occupation group went up to 
Dalaith-El-Ruha, in the Hills of Ephraim, west of Ain Hashofet 
(Juara). In this region, providing a link between Emek Jezreel and the 
coast, the J.N.F. has purchased an area of 8,000 dunams. With the 
occupation group of thirty-five German immigrants is a small group 
of American Hashomer Hatzair, who will form their own settlement 
near Ain Hashofet, which was founded by the same organisation upon 
land acquired with a special fund collected in honour of Mr. Justice 
D, Brandeis. 

In addition to these agricultural settlements, a new fishing village 
has been established near the small moshava of Athlit, once a 
Crusading centre, on the Haifa-Tel-Aviv road. The settlers are a group 
of pioneers of the Gordonia Movement, who have received their train- 
ing in fisheries in the port of Gdynia, Poland. A short time ago, this 
eroup launched a number of boats they themselves had built, and they 
are now developing a fishing industry in Mediterranean waters. The 
| NF. contributed £1,000 to the cost of founding this village. 


NEW CUTTER FOR COASTAL PATROLS 
Refugee-Ship Hunting 


[From our Correspondent—JeERUSALEM, June 8] 


lhe Port Marine police at Haifa have received a newly-built 60-foot 
iesel cutter, 10 tons net, which arrived there on board the 3,500-ton 
“S$ Sicilian Prince. She was specially built, at a cost of about £5,000, 
‘or local coastal patrols by Thornycroft, of London and Reading, and 
is the first of five craft ordered for the Port Marine Section of the 
Valestine Police. She has a speed of 19.5 knots. 

Other craft at present in use include the rebuilt Lorna, a 7-ton 
launch of 9 knots, and hired boats leased from private owners. With the 
arrival of the other craft ordered, the Palestine Administration will 
assume its own responsibility for refugee-ship hunting, and thus relieve 
the units of the British Navy, first the destroyers and now the mine- 
Sweepers, which—as Colonel Wedgwood said in Parliament—have been 
‘doing its dirty work.” 

This week's capture was of 245 Jewish refugees from the 35-ton 
Aghios Demetrios, It was caught off Naharia, between Acre and the 
"_ebanese frontier, after having landed 125 people in that German-Jewish 
seashore colony. Imagine the joy of the settlers when they found that 
the refugees were those same unfortunates who, on April 11 last, had 
been sent out to sea in the Greck schooner Assimi! They had 
\ranshipped to this smaller craft—245 people on a 35-ton*vessel!— 
and had been drifting about at sea for two months waiting for a chance 
tO get into this cherished haven. 

The Administration are now allowing the refugees to land here and 
be given hospitality by their relatives and friends. The people thus 
permitted to enter are photographed and finger-printed, and are later 
served with formal deportation notices: though they will not be 
deported. It is understood that their position will be regularised under 
the scheme, laid down in ‘the White Paper, for permitting 25,000 
Tefugees to enter the country when, in the High Commissioner's

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judgment, there is room for them: and they will thus not fall as a 
burden upon the controlled immigration under the semi-annual 
Schedules. Since the beginning of April, it is believed that something 
like 2.500 to 3.00 refugees have entered in this way. | 

A gratifying feature, from the point of view of the Yishuy, of this 
indiscriminate and unselective immigration of people with scanty 
means is the presence among them of a goodly proportion of children. 
These will grow up to be true citizens of their new land, the memory 
of their previous countries of domicile becoming erased with the 
facility of youth in the ardent Palestinian sunshine. Every man, 
woman, and child who can be rescued in this way becomes an asset 
in our national life, no matter- what the means by which they have 
reached here. 


ABOU EL MALASH HAD A GARDEN

KING’S BIRTHDAY HONOURS

The mid-year Birthday Honours List for Palestine did not contain 
the name of a single civilian resident, although in previous years the 
Administration has been careful to include at least two of each 
community—British, Jewish, and Arab. Most of those decorated 
gained their awards for meritorious service during the disturbances 
the others over a period of years.

Growth of the Rothschild Hadassah Hospital 
TO GIVE SERVICE TO ALL MANKIND 


I: is quite possible that we shall find that in a few years’ time vou 
will be sending students out even from England and France and other 
Western countries to Jerusalem to pursue their studies in tropical 
medicine,” said Dr, Redcliffe N. Salaman at a luncheon held by the 
Scopus Club (which is connected with the Friends of the Hebrew 
t niversity) at Gatti’s Restaurant, W.C., on Thursday of last week. 

Professor Samson Wright presided over the function, which was 
addressed by Professor Norman Bentwich, who has recently 


-torned from Palestine. 
or. Salaman said that up till 1933 the policy of the University was, 
on the one hand, to build up medico-scientific institutes which would 
themselves to the betterment of the sanitary and health condi- 
nons of man and beast throughout the land, and, on the other. to 
insul into the medical and hospital services already in existence and 


which had been, in the main, taken over by the Hadassah, a keen 
od restless spirit of scientific research. Finally, it was intended to 

the foundations for a Postgraduate Medical Faculty. The first 
vo of these aims they had achieved; the third was gradually taking 
shape and gaining strength. 

With the advent of Hitler, the problem of medical education in 
the University had received a fresh impetus. Men in the highest ranks 
of the profession in both its clinical and research aspects were now 
available. -The University wisely took advantage of this and brought 
im. among others, such well-known experts as Halberstaedter, 
radiologist and cancer research worker; Zondek, gynaccologist and 
worker on hormones; Wertheimer, Professor of Pathological 
Physiology: and Doljansky, cellular pathologist. 

in a few years, an almost complete medical research faculty had 
been built up. It remained only to bring the clinical side of the 
service up to the same level of efficiency as that attained by the research 
departments. 


A Bold Step 


[his brought them, continued Dr. Salaman, to the great develop- 
ments on Mount Scopus, for which the American Jewish 
Physicians and the Hadassah and the University were jointly respon- 
sible. The first step was a bold one, reached only after years of 
discussion, namely, the decision to build the new Hospital on Mount 
Scopus rather than in the Old City, and, as a corollary, to house the 
Research Laboratories and Nursing Home there, too. 

The planning of this new Medical Centre was entrusted to Erich 
Mendelsohn, who seemed to have devoted all his skill and genius 
fo Making it worthy of its purpose, its unrivalled situation, and its 
creators, 

The Hospital was built for 300 beds, but was capable of extension; 
one very striking feature about the new Hospital was that the biggest 
ward was for six beds only. It was an extraordinary departure, 
and he hoped it would be a very successful one. Although it was 
equipped with all modern requirements, it had been built, -he had 
been told, at the very low figure of £429 per bed: It had retained the 
name of Meyer de Rothschild and Hadassah Hospital. 

[he Nursing Home, which is to house ninety nurses, was named 
alter that splendid veteran, Henrietta Szold. Here, nurses would get 
a thorough training in their art. Of the 502 women who had received 
the Government Nursing Diploma since 1920, 253 had been members 
of the Hadassah. 

To all of this there was, of course, another side—the everlasting 
financial problem. Some £200,000 had already been expended, and 
‘urther money was required both for equipment and upkeep. He 
appealed to his hearers to help in the work and to join the Friends of 
the Hebrew University. 

_ It was a remarkable thing, he said in his concluding remarks, that 
in the short space of sixteen years they had created on Mount Scopus 
a University City in which the Humanities, the Sciences, the Applied 


Arts, together with the science and practice of healing, were united 
in one self-contained whole, inspired by one common purpose, the 
only purpose worthy of a Jewish State—to give of its very best to 
the service of all mankind, 

Professor Norman Bentwich, recalling that the Medical Centre was 
opened a few weeks ago by Miss Henrietta Szold, said that Miss Szold 
was more than anybody else the person and the spirit responsible for 
the creation of this Medical Centre. 


THE NEED FOR UNITY 


Col. Wedgwood’s Plea 
FIGHT AGAINST THREE INJUSTICES 


Col. Josiah Wedgwood, M.P., was among the speakers at a 
Conterence held on Sunday evening at the Rose Hertz Halil, Woburn 
House, and convened by the Jewish National League with the object 
of achieving unity in Zionist ranks. 

Mr. I. J. Bourne presided. 

He was perfectly certain, said Col. Wedgwood, that the Jews in 
their own interests had better unite, and, he added, while it was 
necess..ry, in his opinion, to get unity among the Jews in this country, 
it was a hundred times more important to get unity among the Jews in 
Palest.ne. 

He thought that the first stage towards unity was nota question of 
le :ders, but of aim, and it must be a definite aim. He thou -ht the aim 
which would bind all the Jewish people together, from the Poale Zion 
to the Aguda, was resistance: to certain defijite injustices. The first of 
these injustices was the prevention of Jewish refugees who could go 
nowhere else from landing in Palestine. That was inhuman and 
contrary to the law of God. And however much they might make 
man-made laws to prevent the Jews going into Palestine, they would 
always have a growing number of people who would put the law of 
God first, and face any difficulty in. order to secure that elementary 
justice for the Jewish refugee. 

The next law which was obviously unjust and therefore should be 
repealed was in connection with the government of Jer salem itself. 
Jerusalem had a ma ority of Jews and it was manifestly unfair that 
the city should have an Arab mayor and an Arab local adm.nis- 
tration. | 

The third danger with which they were faced was that there should 
be discrimination as to who should be able to own land in Palestine. 
There could be no justification according to British traditions for that, 
and no justification according to the law of God either. He did not 
think that hitherto there had been any sort of co-ordination in 
Palestine as to what should be done, and he was very hopeful that 
they would agree.to set up an Emergency Committee (in addition to 
the Va'ad Leumi) which would seek out the definite things to be done 
and which would organise the methods by which that change was to 
be brought about. 

Rabbi Dr. L. Rabinowitz declared that the sooner they realised that 
the Revisionis’s were also Zionists and that their co-operation also had 
to be obtained, the better. All men who desired to see Palestine 
built up, whatever their political colour might be, must be united. 

He thought that the sooner the leadersh p of the Zionist movement 
was centred in America, the sooner there would be a possibility ot 
getting something done. It was only when they could say they had 
done everything that they could appzal to outsiders to come and help 
them in their fight. 

After Mr. Harold Miller and Mr. L. Zaretsky had spoken, Mr. S. 
Podrusnik, the Hon. Secretary of the Jewish National League, moved 
the following resolution, which was carried : 

‘* Taking into consideration the present critical situation of the Jewish people in 
general, and in Eretz Yisrael in particular, we consider the present unfortunate 
division of our Zionist movement a calamity ; we earnestly request that a basis of 


unificaticn should be found, as only by united efforts can we overcome our 
obstacles, and ach eve our aims in Eretz Yisracl.”’

Jews to Become Own Masters 
ADDRESS TO JEWISH-CHRISTIAN GROUP 


Speaking on the subject of “ Jewry, Palestine, and the International 
Situation” to the Jewish-Christian group at “Annandale, North 
End Road. N.W., last week, the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig said : The 
time has come for the Jew not only to shake the dust of this pseudo- 
European civilisation—by which I mean the totalitarian countries— 
from his feet, but to be given the opportunity of creating a life for 
himself in which he will cease to be the creature of others, in which 
he will cease to live a minority life, and in which he will become the 
master of his own destiny. And there is only one country in which 
he can do that, and that is Palestine.” 

They were fighting, he said, not only for their own preservation 
but also for the spiritual sanity and wholesomeness of the whole 
world, 

“ We shall fight in the Diaspora,” he declared, “ and we shall go on 
in Palestine. There is no power on earth that can deflect the Jewish 
people from the task it has set itself of rebuilding its own autonomous 
life in Palestine.”

** Jews Eternally Associated With 
Eretz Yisracl 


[COMMUNICATED] 


“ The Agudas Israel Organisation of Great Britain has expres-ed to 
the Colonial Office its inability to accept the Waite Paper on Palestine, 
the effect of which would be to terminate the association of thousands 
of vears of the Jewish people with the Jewish land,” stated Mr. H. A. 
Goodman, Chairman of the Organisation, at a Council meeting held 
in London recently. The meeting was attended by a large num er of 
rabbinical and lay leaders of the Orthodox Jewish community, includ- 
ing many provincia! delegates. 

“We had already told Mr. MacDonald,” Mr. Goodman said, 
“ during our conversations with him in the recent Palestine Conferences 
in London, that for Orthodox Jewry Palestine and its iuture did not 
depend upon any earthly power. This land 1s our heritage, pronised 
io us by the Sovereign of the Universe. The belief that the Jewish 
nation is eternally associated with its land is a fundamental principle 
of our faith, proclaamed before the world by the last World Kenesio 
Gedaulo.

Nomination lists for election of delegates to the twenty-first Zionist 
(Congress must reach the Secretary of the Central Election Board at 77, 
(;reat Russell Street, W.C.1, not later than by 12 noon on Monday, the 
Oth i Nomination lists must state the name of the party or group for 
which they are submitted, must be signed by 100 holders of paid Shekalim 
in the constituency, stating the names and addresses of the Shekel holders 
s well as the numbers of their Shekalim. No Shekel holder is entitled 
io sign more than one nomination paper. 

Each party or group, when submitting its lists, must contribute the initial 
sum of £3, which shall not be returnable, and forward a written statement 
agreeing to contribute towards the expenses of the election in proportion 
to the number of elected delegates. Such payment shall be made before 
the certification of the results of the election to the Executive. 

Every nomination paper shall be accompanied by documents signed 
by the candidates testifying that the candidates nominated have consented 
to accept such nomination. The candidates whose names appear on the 
lists after the elected delegates are deputy-delegates. 

Every candidate must have attained the age of twenty-four, be a Shekel 
holder, and have fulfilled his duty to the National Funds. The number 
of candidates, including deputies, on any list shall not exceed twice the 
number of delegates to which the constituency is entitled. Information 
concerning the number of delegates to which England will be entitled 
will be published on Friday next. No candidate can be on more than one 
nomination list in the same constituency. Each party or group can also 
submit. a general list of candidates and indicate on its nomination list 
to which world election list it desires to be attached. 

If one election list only is submitted, or if the total number of candidates 
in all lists is not larger than the number of delegates to be elected in 
England, polling will become unnecessary, and the candidates nominated 
in the list or lists concerned will be declared elected delegates or deputy- 
delegates respectively.

THE TRAGEDY OF THE ST. LOUIS 
Havens Found at Last 


BUT STILL MORE SEEK REFUGE 


The 900-odd German-Jewish refugees aboard the Hamburg-Amerika 
liner St. Louis, who have been afloat for weeks following the refusal 
of permission for them to land in Cuba, have at last found havens. 

Britain, Holland, Belgium, and France have each agreed to take 
between 200 and 250 of them. 

It is understood that the St. Louis is arriving at Southampton to-day, 
after leaving some 600 refugees on the Continent. In England, the 
single men will probably go to the Kitchener Camp at Richborough, 
and the single women, married couples, and children will be given 
temporary private hospitality. The arrangements are being made by the 
Council for German Jewry, in co-operation with the Intergovernmental 
Committee. 

In a statement to a representative deputation which visited him on 
Monday, M. Albert Sarraut, the French Minister of the Interior, said 
that of the refugees on the St. Louis 250 would be admitted by Belgium 
and 140 by Holland. The remainder would be distributed between 
France and Britain. France would provide the refugees with everything 
then needed, including transit visas. The Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee has assumed the financial responsibility for the refugees in 
France, and the Oze has agreed to take care of the children and aged. 

But there are still many more refugees who are seeking havens. 

Only six Jewish refugees were allowed to disembark from the s,s. 
Flanders at Havana last Friday. The remaining ninety-six refugees 
left for France. Among the passengers is Herr Fritz Feuchtwanger, a 
brother of the famous novelist, Lion Feuchtwanger. 

When about to sail for Palestine at the beginning of this week, the 
Greek steamer Agio Nicholas, with 552 Jewish refugees on board, was 
stopped by the police at Balcic (Rumania). The refugees are stranded 
in the town, living in empty warehouses. 


EMIGRATION FROM GERMANY 


London Discussions 
PROTECTING REFUGEES AT SEA 


Negotiations are now proceeding in London (as reported in last 
week's JeEwisH CHRONICLE) for the formation of an International 
Foundation to finance and direct large-scale emigration of Jews from 
Germany in accordance with the proposals made last spring at 
meetings of the German authorities and the Intergovernmental 
Committee. 

Representatives of the American group with which Mr. Myron C. 
Taylor, American Vice-Chairman of the Intergovernmental Committee, 
has been discussing the project, are in London, and the Bureau of 
the Committee is also in contact with financial interests of other 
countries, 

Mr. Theodore Achilles, who recently arrived in London to take 
up his appointment as Third Secretary of the United States Embassy, 
is actively participating in the discussions. It is believed that Mr. 
Robert Pell, Vice-Director of the Intergovernmental Committee. who 
is an official of the U.S. State Department, is expected to be recalled 
to Washington this summer. In that case, Mr. Achilles, it is believed, 
will succeed him. 

Mr. Joseph Harsch, former Washington Correspondent of the 
CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR, who, in accordance with the decision of 
the last meeting of the Committee, was appointed Assistant Director, 
has also arrived in London and taken over his new duties. 

The question of refugee ships on the high seas with no ports at 
which they can disembark their passengers has been considered by 
the central refugee agencies. It is understood that the Intergovern- 
mental Committee made informal representations to the German 
authorities regarding the refugees aboard the liner Orinoco. which 
put back to Hamburg last week. As a result, it is believed that the 
retugees were not to be sent to concentration camps, but were to 
return to their homes. 

Sir Herbert Emerson, League High Commissioner for Refugees and 
Director of the Intergovernmental Committee, has also conferred with 
the Colonial Secretary, Mr. Malcolm MacDonald. and with others 
regarding the position of refugees aboard ships in the Mediterranean 
who have no permits to enter Palestine and are refused permission 
to disembark at any other ports. 

The High Commissioner is also maintaining close contact with 
the central Jewish organisations regarding the position of the refugees 
aboard other ships, such as the St. Louis and the Flanders, which have 
been unable to land their passengers at Latin American ports.

A Profitable Duty 
SIR EDWARD GRIGG’S VIEWS 


Sir Edward Grigg, M.P., former Governor of Kenya, made a plea 
for the admission of refugees to East Africa in a speech at a dinner 
given by the East Africa Club last week. 

[he economic welfare of East Africa imperatively demanded a 
gradual influx of immigrants who could maintain themselves without 
native labour upon a moderate acreage of land, and who could also 
start some simple and minor industries to correct the too exclusive 
dependence of the whole Colony upon the fruits of the soil ‘Sir 
Edward said. He was sure those things were necessary for the welfare 
of the country. He had, however, been driven to recognise that it 
would never be adequately reinforced from British. sources alone 
because neither the material nor the incentive any longer existed 
in sufficient quantity or intensity for the needs of the time. The 
demands on their shrinking population were greater already than 
it could possibly supply. And he reflected with some dismay that for 
many years past, settlement in East Africa had been encouraged and 
supported, for its own purpose, by the German Government alone

More than two centuries ago, England and the Lowlands derived 
a remarkable accretion of wealth and strength from the settlement 
of Huguenot refugees, driven with all their knowledge and industry 
to seek a new home abroad by persecution in France. Had they 
sufficiently realised that another such opportunity was knocking at 
their doors to-day, and that they, with their immense control of 
undeveloped lands, had a moral obligation, no less than a material 
interest, In studying and using it to the best of their powers?

Youth Missionary Council. He took as his subject “ Inside Europe.” 

lt was not sufficient, he stated, to regard the Jewish problem as one 
which could be dealt with by a temporary measure. Unless something 
lasting were done they would be faced with the same problem in thirty 
years’ time. 

He advocated the opening of British Colonies to Jewish refugees. Canada 
and Australia could accommodate between them 30,000 refugees per year. 

In his opinion, it was the duty of the Christian Church to fight to this end. 
_ In the sixteen months ended April 30, 1939, there have been 216 deporta- 
tion orders and twenty-three cases where it was not possible to make such 
orders owing to the alien being Stateless. 
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LADY READING’S PLEA FOR CHILDREN 
Homes Urgently Needed 


COL. WEDGWOOD DENOUNCES CALLOUS 
INDIFFERENCE 


A grave warning that Orthodox children were being left in Germany 
bec.use there was a serious lack of Orthodox homes in whch to place 
them was given by Lady Reading last week. She was speaking at a 
meeting, at which she presided, on “The Solution o. the Problem of 
Transmigratory Refugees.” The meeting was held at the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club. 

Lady Reading made a plea for more offers of homes to which the 
children could be sent. It was not right, she said, that they should be 
segregated in camps and hostels. Difficulties had been cleared up, she 
went on, and peop e offering hospitality could be assured that they could 
get the children very quickly. Trainee jobs were also needed for boys 
from fifteen to sixteen. 

“I am sick to death of the callous indifference of this country 
towards what is going on in Europe to-day. A hundred years ago a 
tithe of what is happening in Europe would have aroused Christianity.” 
With these words, Col. J. C. Wedgwood, M.P., castigated the present- 
day acceptance of persecution. It cut him to the qu.ck, he said, to see 
that 150 years after the birth of the nonconformist conscience, they 
should find in England a complete ind.fference to persecution, a feeling 
that it was not their business. He repudiated that. 

British Guiana was no cure for the fersecuted Jews of the world. 
Col. Wedgwood referred to Palestine, and a:ked whether it was con- 
cevable thit there, where they were pledged to make a home tor the 
Jews, they should have seen during the last four months ship after ship, 
packed hke herrings with these miseratle migrants, caught by the 
Britsh navy and turned back~— with nowhere to go to! 

Ihe Jews of Paestine, he declared, would not be doing their duty 
unless they made irregular immigration possible, and in the end legal. 
ILhere were 150.00 Jews in Tel-Aviv, and if they wanted a sh p in the 
harbour to land its human cargo, no power.on earth cou'd stop them. 


Jewry’s Duty 


He was not certain that the Jewish community in England quite 
realised that they were not doing their duty. He had written an open 
letter to Sir Samuel Hoare, which had been published everywhere 
exceptin THe CHRONICLE. 

[Co. Wedgwood’s re-erence is to a letter pleading for a more liberal refugee 
policy, woich he addresses to the Hom: Secretary at the end of last month. Ihe 
letter was quoted on p, 20 of THe JEwtsH CHRONICLE of May 26. An extract from 
Sur Samuel Hoare’s reply and from a further letter by Colonel Wedgwood appears 
later in this page | 

Why was it, he asked, that there was not a more generous entry of 
poor Jews from Germany into this country ? 

“It is because you have an instinctive feeling,” he said, “that the 
more Jews who come to this country the more the risk of anti- 
Semitt m will be. You are afraid of anti-Semitism, and you think that 
refugees wiil cause anti-Semitism. Well, I can only say that as far as 
I have secn, that is quite untrue. In my part of the wor.d, in North 
Stiflorcshire, there were very few Jews at all. We have gota lot of 
refugees in, and they have aroused nothing but sympathy. There is 
not a sign of anti-Semitism. I have made my seat absolutely sate not 
only with Labour and the Liberals, but with Conservatives as well, 
becau e they Know and sce the refugees I have saved from Hell.” 
(Colonel Wedgwood has a large number of refugees staying at his 
home in Staffordshire.) 

Let them remove from their minds the fear that they were going to 
increase anti-Semitism. They were not. There was another and much 
more serious reason. [They were sorespectable. They could not bear the 
spectacle of Jews begging in the streets. In the interest of the refugees 
and of humanity, he would prefer to see Jews and Jewesses begging in 
Regent Street, bearing the placard: “I am a Jewish refu-ee; I am 
not allowed to work ; I am starving.” 

“You wont like i,” said Colonel Wedgwood, “ but they wiil get the 
pennies. They need never come on public funds. It is very unlikely 
that they will arrest a Jew carrying such a placard.” 

He said to the Jewish community that they were not bound to allow 
only rich and guaranteed Jews to come into this country. They were 
bound in common decency and humanity to allow the poor in, even 
though they had not got the money. 

Mrs. Blanche E. Dugdale referred particularly to the problem of 
dependent relatives. In Palestine there were thousands of families who 
were anxious to supportthem. They must say to Mr. MacDonald that 
dependent relatives had got to be taken out of the White Paper schedule 
of 25,000, and they had got to be madea category for themselves. To 
them Palestine would be merely the last stage in life’s journey. 

Dr. Theresa Stoyer, a refugee from Vienna, also spoke.

REHABILITATING THE DOCTOR 


Training in Para-Medical Subjects 
IMPORTANT OZE SCHEME 


Dr. M. Schwartzman, Chairman and Vice-President of the Lonoon 
office of the Oze, outlined an important new scheme that his organiso- 
tion has drawn up to a meeting of 150 refugee doctors at Wob.in 
House on Monday. Dr. Hugh Gainsborough presided. 

Dr. Schwartzman said that the scheme was designed to bring soc 
measure of relief to the Jewish doctor from Central Europe. [i \..s 
proposed to organise through the Oze a scheme of training |o 
medically qualified men and women in para-medical or auxiiii's 
medical occupations. He had already received a very full measire 
of support for the scheme from the doctors themselves and from sch 
organisations as the Kultusgemeinde in Vienna and the American 1‘ 
other legations. The Oze was peculiarly suited to help Jewish doci.'s, 
since its work had kept it in close touch with medical practitionc's 
all over the world.

THE L.A.C. MEETINGS 
Combating Ignorance 


[From our Special Correspondent} 


(acer tye auspices of the London Area Council, twenty-one open- 
air meetinzs were to have been held in all parts of London this week. 
| nfortunately, one at least, to my knowledge, was not held. There is 
always Strong competition for pitches, and in Portpoo! Lane, Holborn, 
at midday on Tuesday, another speaker came along first, and effectively 
prevented the L.A.C. meet'ng from being held. 

At Finsbury Square, however, there was a very lively L.A.C. meeting. 
When I got there, there was a dispute going on between a few people 
in the audience and the speaker as to the number of Jews in this 
country. Not only were these people loath to accept the official 
ficure of 350,000, but one even made the ridiculous suggestion that 
ther: were 45,000,000 Jews here. (That happens to be the total 
popu ation of Great Britain.) i 

One young Fascist interrupted at intervals, but his remarks were 
unm ortant. I got the impression that people felt: “* Well, he’s young 
yet. He'll grow up and learn better.” Of far greater interest were 
the mutte ings of a man in a bowler hat. He hated the Jews. Why, I 
could n t discover. But he informed the people around him that “every- 
one Is -etting Jew-wise,” and that “all the Jews should be kicked out 
ol the country, because they are a filthy lot.” He meant “filthy” in 
bo h physical and mental senses. The speaker's remarks made not the 
Sightest impression on him. He was obviously perfect material for 
the Fascists who, because of his blind dislike of the Jews, would be able 
to use him as they wished. 

The young Fascist made some of the usual stupid allegations against 
refugees—that they were taking jobs away and living on public funds. 
The speaker clearly showed that that was untrue and impossible. 
Someone shouted : “ Well, why are they making collections for them?” 


Two non-Jews near him said: “It’s entirely voluntary. You needn't 


give if you don’t want to.” 
The L.A.C. have certainly got a hard job of work. But they are 


doing it. What is needed is not 21 meetings a week, but double that 
number. 


IRISH PRESBYTERIANS CALL FOR AID 
FOR JEWS 


Europe’s ‘‘ Thetis” Men 


[From our Correspondent—BELFAST] 


Strong resolutions protesting against the persecution of Jews by 
Nazis were unanimously adopted at the General Assembly of the 


s eebyterian Church in Ireland at their annual deliberations in Belfast 
ast week. 


The Assembly approved a statement dealing with anti-Semitism 


issued by the United Council of Christian Churches and Communions 
in Ireland. The statement appealed to Ministers and people to 
discountenance language or behaviour “which might encourage 
unfriendliness towards the Jews, the race from which the Lord 
sprang.” 

The Rev. Principal Paul said he had been “done” by Jews, but more 
often by Gentiles. When one was “done” by a Jew, one said “ That's 
the Jew for you”; but when one was “let down” by a Gentile one 
simply said it was the failure of human nature. He believed the 
average Jew was no worse than the average Gentile. Commercial 
morality among Jews was higher than among Gentiles. He wished 
they could all realise the immensity of the tragedy of the Jewish 
problem. If they could have helped the men in the sunken submarine 

hetis they would have done so. The position of hundreds of thousands 
of Jews in Europe was similar. 

rging greater efforts on behalf of the refugees, the Rev. J. S. 
Rutherford, Joint Secretary of the Council, said the Jewish refugees 
were not a burden, but a great asset, to the country.

Or more orators who are so eager to hear their own voices. 

I have no wish to belittle the work of the Zionist Youth Organisation, 
but it seems to me that it would be difficult to find a more important form 
of work for these young men than that for which Mr. Picciotto is con- 
tinually appealing. I would like to Know how many members of this 
Organisation which sits in judgment on the leaders of the Community have 
come forward to assist in the Defence Campaign? How many have 
volunteered to speak or are speaking” 

1 am afraid that these young men are content to confine their orations to 
circles in which they are assured of unmeaning applause. The problem of 
fighting anti-Semitism is one in which no one can afford to be disinterested, 
least of all the Zionists, and surely it is an elementary duty of these people 
who apparently are so eager to be speakers to place their services at the 
disposal of the Community.

EXPERT GUIDANCE IN CHOICE 
OF CALLING 


During the last few years, with the many social and political 
complexities that have arisen, the problem of choosing careers 
for young Jews and Jewesses has become particularly acute. 


Articles in these columns have testified to the grave anxiety which 
this question has aroused amongst Jewish parents as well as 
amongst all who give thought to the future of the Jewish 
Community. The growing volume of correspondence on this 
problem which reaches these offices reflects the appreciation 
of the urgent necessity of avoiding, as far as is humanly 
possible, the many pitfalls which beset the choice of careers 
for young Jewry. 


Vocational guidance, a closely allied question, has received the 
attention of the Board of Deputies and the’B’nai B'rith, and 
Jewish educationists in many individual cases have sought to 
correct the dangerous concentration on a few professions and 
callings, the tragedy of the “square peg in the round hole ’’ 
and the pernicious drift into blind-alley cccupaticns. 


In the light of these circumstances, it has been decided to establish 
a special Careers Advice Bureau for readers of THE Jewisu 
CHRONICLE. The service of this Bureau will be conducted by 
a careers eapert, by correspondence; it will be entirely free. 


‘And what are vou going to be when you grow up?” 

The old, heavy-footed pleasantry that -used to open so many con- 
Versations between the patronising grown-up of a former generation 
and the embarrassed child is no longer heard nowadays. 

[hat same child is now a parent himself, and if he thinks of the old 
days at all, it is with a certain ruefulness and a twinge of envy at their 
Spaciousness in Comparison with these times of apparently restricted 
opportunity. To-day, the question is—and it knocks worryingly at 
the mind long before the end of school days is in sight—‘ What can 
] put my child to when he leaves school?” 

What are the considerations that the usual thoughtful parent has in 
mind when he considers the future of his child and the vocation he 
might enter? First, of course, it must offer the prospect of a Steady 
living. Then, even though the employment may start in a small way, 
it must be progressive so that the young person entering upon it will be 
able to look forward to reasonable economic opportunities—to earn 
enough to marry, set up a modest home, maintain a family, educate it, 
and give it in turn as good an opportunity as the parents had, or even 
better. Any parent worthy of his responsibility abhors a blind-alley 
job tor his child, 

. WORK AND CULTURE 


Then (to speak of average cases, not of hish adventure or of genius 
which will usually find its own opportunities) a career must be 
respectable—not in the silly, prudish Victorian sense, for, after all. as 
an old English poet said: “ Honest labour bears a lovely face,” but 
respectable in the sense that a man or woman can, while engaged 
upon it, maintain their self-respect and feel that their job is worth 
something both to themselves and to society at large. The truly 
cultured mind is that which can turn itself to refinements even though 
its possessor must follow apparently onerous labour for the satisfaction 
of physical wants and economic needs. This is sound Jewish tradition 
for great Rabbis of old did not scorn to work as cobblers. 
. There are, it is true, many other considerations, realistic, utilitarian, 
in some cases even spiritual. A parent will, if possible, weigh up the 
opportunities having regard to the child’s mental and physical 
capabilities (no matter if he is inclined to over-estimate the one and 
under-estimate the other! ). 

There are also such matters as family businesses and family 
traditions; sometimes the determination of the parent unfortunately 
frustrated in his own youth but now obstinately set on giving his child 

a better chance.” It may be sheer snobbery, even, which wishes to 
see a son enter a “ profession” with a supposedly higher social status 
(and perhaps a commensurately larger income) without any regard 
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ADVICE 


whatever for that son's abilities for the calling chosen. All these 
factors. and more, affect the attitude of the generality of paren: 
everywhere towards the question of jobs for their children. 

Too often, however, certain very important aspects are ignored 
How many parents, for instance, ever ask themselves whether a partic: 
lar profession is not already well on the way to overcrowding? How 
many blindly follow a fashion—and a passion—for, say, certain of th, 
liberal professions, without any regard whatever for the suitability o. 
the often unwilling candidates whom they propose to pitchfork ini 
them! And how many of those candidates are in fact merely th 
sacrifice offered up on the altar of parental ambition and envio 
emulation of a neighbour! 


DIFFICULTIES FACING JEWS 


To none more than to Jews, unfortunately, do these difficultc: 
present themselves, in overfull measure. Jewish parents have a lon 
reputation for wishing to see their children “ get on.” Rightfully » 
indeed. for the basis of all mankind's progress is that all men shou| 
have the opportunity to improve their circumstances. But Jews 
particular are faced with obstacles which are bound up both with 1) 
external influences of anti-Semitism in general and anti-Jewish «) 
crimination in particular trades and professions, and with their ow: 
peculiar tendency to plump for a fairly closely defined group of libe 
professions in which material success—or so they think—is alm 
bound to result once a young man has passed his quality) 
eXaminations. 

Thus the vicious circle begins to turn, and one comes up against |! 
accusation that “ Jews are monopolising such-and-such a profession 
—an entirely untrue picture, by the way, as anyone who takes | 
trouble to study any available lists would soon discover. But, on |) 
other hand, it is perhaps unwise of Jews themselves not to spread thy 
abilities over a much wider field of endeavour and so, even tron 
selfish point of view, acquire a healthier appreciation of econo 
opportunities. 

Ignorance of these very opportunities plays perhaps as big a par! 
any other factor in the lack of Jewish recruits for many trades. | 
chiefly because of this lack of knowledge on the part of parents— w/! 
one knows, would be eager for guidance in the matter of careers 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE has decided to institute a new free service 
all those who wish to avail themselves of it. 

Ihe importance of such guidance has been recognised in many | 
the big public and secondary schools by the appoiniment of wha' 
known as a “careers master (or mistress)” whose job it is to ad) 
boys and girls on the prospects, conditions, etc., of certain care 
and to assess, where possible, from many angles the child's fitnes» 
one of them.

NAZI PANIC IN CZECHO-SLOVAKIA 


Jews Arrested in Kladno 
DRASTIC MEASURES TO CURB UNREST 


[he resistance to the Nazis of the Czech people, which is growing 

om day to day, has aroused a measure of panic among their rulers. 
4s usual, one of the first thoughts of the Nazis has been to round 
pon the Jewish scapegoat, who is always at hand and who is 
ompletely defenceless, 

Viany Jews have been arrested in the Czech town of Kladno, where 
»e Gestapo have taken drastic repressive measures against the Czech 
sopulation following the killing of a German policeman. The total 
‘owish population of Kladno used to be about 200, but over 100 Jews 

id left the town before the policeman’s murder. The fine of 500,000 
.ronen imposed on the town is, according to an official announcement, 

be paid “ above all by Jews and the Benesh supporters.” The Jewish 

mmunity of the town was forced to guarantee that the Jews would 
-ay the fine imposed upon them. 
in Moravska-Ostrava, several prominent members of the Jewish 
ommunity, including Director Eisner, President of the Community, 
ave been arrested on charges, so it is reported, of having aided 
. vech revolutionaries. 

in Budweis, Bohemia, the Gestapo closed down the offices of the 
cal Jewish Community and other Jewish organisations, as well as the 

cal Synagogue. Members of the local Bnai Brith Lodge were 

‘ested and wprisoned., 

\ Prague correspondent says that raids on Jewish houses continue, 

dd that the Gestapo daily swoops down on restaurants and robs 
customers of their money. 

\ieanwhile, more repressive measures against the Jews are 

nounced. A decree has been issued by the Government of the 
‘otectorate prohibiting Jews from obtaining public relief. The 
wish Telegraphic Agency states that over 6,000 Jews are now com- 
eictely dependent for their sustenance on the Jewish relief organisation, 
-hose resources are unable to cope with the situation. It is hoped to 
pen a soup kitchen this month if the permission of the Gestapo can 
obtained. 
ihe Government has also published a decree placing on the retired 
all Jewish commissioned and non-commissioned officers of the 
( zech Army who were drawing State pensions. The decree was signed 

President Hacha and the Protector, Baron von Neurath. 

ihere is still no definite news of the long-debated Jew-law. Three 

atts of the law are said to have been submitted by the Czech

THE SYNAGOGUE BURNERS 


Almost every other day a Synagogue is set on fire in the Czech 
‘rotectorate. The destruction of the Synagogues is usually followed 
oy a brief police announcement that “the cause of the fire is unknown,” 

[he procedure of the burning of the Synagogues seems to be as 
‘ollows: A company of S.S. men equipped with tins of petrol appear 
nefore the Synagogue in the late hours of the evening, compel the 
caretaker to open the doors, or open them themselves by force, pour 
petrol over the benches, the Ark of the Covenant, the Scrolls of the 
law. and the floor, and, on leaving the Synagogue, throw a lighted 
‘torch inside. After the Synagogue is well alight, the fire brigade 
arrives and takes care that the fire does not spread to other buildings. 

Ihe Synagogues most recently set on fire in this manner were in 
2 abreh-on-the-Oder, in Moravia, and in Oderfurt, near Moravska- 
Ostrava, In Zabreh, the brigade watched the fire for two hours 
without making any attempt to extinguish it. By the time the firemen 
arnved in Oderfurt, the whole building was a mass of flames. The 
incendiaries left many hand-grenades in the building, and several 
explosions occurred while the building was on fire. 

In Nachod, Bohemia, a detachment of German police, who had 
recently done service in Spain and who had been sent to the town to 
quell unrest which had broken out among the local Czech textile 
workers, attempted to enter the Synagogue on Saturday. Later they 
shot dead a Czech police recruit. 

Police reinforcements were recently placed in front of all the 
Synagogues in Prague, and only persons known to be Jews were 
allowed to enter. These measures were taken because it was feared 


poe “unknown persons” might again attempt to set the Synagogues 
on fire. 


An anti-Jewish meeting organised in Koeniggraetz by the “Aryan Cultural 
Society ” had to be abandoned because the Czechs refused to let any hall in 
the town to the anti-Semites. The German organ, UNseR TAG, complains 
that Czech industrialists, despite all the pressure put on them by the Nazi 
authorities, refuse to dismiss their Jewish agents and commercial travellers. 


The district authorities of Kremsier, in Moravia, have prohibited the 
killing of poultry in accordance with Jewish ritual. The slaughtering of 
animals in accordance with Jewish ritual was prohibited throughout the 
Protectorate soon after the German occupation. 


A number of trials are now taking place in the Sudetenland of Nazi 
commissioners who had been placed in charge of Jewish businesses. The 
defendants are accused of misappropriating the property entrusted to their 
care, and in some instances of smuggling the money abroad. In the 
course of the trial in Karlsbad of one of the commissioners, the accused 
told the court that he and a number of other commissioners had sent 
the stolen money abroad because they had no confidence in the Nazi regime. 
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NAZIS EXPEL 3,090 JEWS 


Hounded Over Polish Front'er 


DEPORTATION HORRORS RENEWED 

Undeterred by the wave of horror caused by the expulsion at the 
pistol’s pomt of thousands of Polish Jews last October, the Nazis last 
week again resumed the hounding of new masses of victims. During 
the space of three days, some 3,000 Jews, collected from all parts 
of Germany, were dumped over the Polish frontier. Many of them 
are now wandering about in “ no-man’s-land” somewhere near the 
town of Hindenburg. 

On Thursday of last week, further groups of deportees crossed the 
frontier near Zbonszyn (where 3,000 of the October deportees still live 
under deplorable conditions), but were driven back by Polish frontier 
guards. 

About 15,000 more Polish or ex-Polish Jews also face expulsion, 
and many of them have been arrested in readiness. Should it be found 
impossible to send them to Poland, they are threatened with intern- 
ment in concentration camps, yet they are faced with almost insur- 
mountable obstacles in any attempts to get admission to some country 
of immigration. About seventy per cent. of them had previously 
become naturalised German citizens and were deprived of their 
naturalisation by the Nazis. 

Following the October. expulsions, the Polish Government took 
reprisals, and finally a provisional agreement between Berlin and 
Warsaw was reached, suspending the deportations but not giving the 
remaining Polish Jews in Germany the right to continue to live there. 

Our Warsaw Correspondent writes: 

As most of the expulsions are taking place by night, the Polish 
frontier guards have been provided with searchlights in order to keep 
watch. There is a law, passed after the October expulsion of Jews, 
authorising the frontier guards to shoot down anyone who attempts to 
cross the frontier illegally. 

A number of expelled Jewish families who have managed to reach 
Warsaw tell most pitiable tales of their brutal handling by the Nazi 
barbarians. In one instance, they took from hospital a Jewish boy 
who a few days ago had broken his leg, and forced him to cross 
the frontier at night together with his parents. Appeals for mercy 
from his mother, who watched her pain-racked son being driven across 
the frontier, met with brutal insults and threats. 

Jewish relief organisations are making special efforts to help the 
sufferers, and have appealed to the Polish authorities to give the hunted 
victims asylum, but so far in vain. The authorities maintain that 
these Jews, deprived of their citizenship last year, are no longer Polish 
citizens, and may not, therefore, enter the country. 


JEWISH WINTER-RELIEF IN BERLIN 


A Monument of Self-Help 
[By a Correspondent) 


Jewish winter-relief work in Germany is the greatest piece of ‘social 
self-help ever undertaken by the Community. The Winter- 
Relief Organisation in Berlin has now been in existence for four years 
as a separate body, and has not only cared for the needs ot over 
25,000 persons but has become a focus for Jewish life as a whole. 

The work has two distinct aspects: the collecting of the necessary 
funds, and their distribution. Money is collected by obligatory 
monthly contributions, fixed for all Jews according to the level of 
their income, with a minimum contribution for those who are without 
income and do not wish to exclude themselves from this social work. 
A card-system and a special department has been instituted to ensure 
no one escapes his obligations. In addition, house collections take 
place twice a month, over 30,000 Jewish families being visited by 
about 1,500 collectors. Then there is the “ pound-contribution,” 
whereby Jewish housewives subscribe one pound of food or its value 
every week; and collections at all Jewish public performances and 
meetings. No occasion, whether of a sad or pleasant nature, is exempt. 
At the cemetery, at weddings, in hospitals, in the “ Kulturbund,” 
everywhere the collectors are to be found with their winter-relief 
boxes. All Jewish physicians and lawyers (now known as ~“ Heil- 
behandler” and “Konsulenten”) have the well-known boxes on 
their desks. On the occasion of all Jewish festivals, special gifts are 
asked for. 

The regular work of giving relief is carried out by a number of 
branch offices where applicants have to apply. Monthly, they receive 
regular allowances for coal and supplies of potatoes and other articles 
of food. Invalids receive special foods should they require them. 


Cash payments, medicines, orthopedic shoes, dentures, and clothes . 


are a valuable supplement to the relief. 

An impressive feature of the work is the “Spiritual Winter- 
Relief.” Concerts, film-shows, and matinées for children provide con- 
tinuous comfort for the depressed. To invalids and the infirm, wire- 
less apparatus and books are brought by the helpers, thus strengthening 
them against the feeling that they have been forsaken. 

Relief work of this scope could not have been carried through had 
not thousands of voluntary helpers put themselves at the disposal 
of the organisation: and it is these people who are keeping alive the 
faith and hope of German Jewry to-day. 


All the blind Jews of Vienna under twenty years of age are to be allowed 
to leave for New York, says the DatLy TELEGRAPH AND MORNING Post. 

The Viennese have been flocking to see the “ degenerate art exhibition ” 
which has been shown in all the great German cities “as a warning against 
decadent Jewish influence.” “ The first real art show for fourteen months,” 
said one visitor on leaving. 

Of the thirtv-one Hachsharah centres which still existed in Germany 
in September last vear, only five are left to-day, reports the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency. They cater for 500 Chalutzim, as compared with 3,800 in 
September. All Hachsharah centres situated in the frontier districts have 
been dissolved by the authorities.

When the King and Queen landed at the Battery in New York on 
Saturday, they were met by Mr. LaGuardia, the Mayor of New York, 
and Mr. Lehman, the Governor of New York State. Later, Their 
Majesties drove together with the Governor and the Mayor through 
the streets of New York to the World’s Fair. 

On Sunday, the Royal visitors were the guests of President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt. 

Ata picnic at Duchess Hill Cottages, near Hyde Park, the President's 
hone, Mr. Lehman and Mr. H. Morgenthau (Secretary of the Treasury) 
and their wives were members of the party, and sat with the King 
and ‘Jueen. The picnic fare included strawberry shortcake, a delicacy 
which owed much of its appetising quality to the strawberries, which 
were grown on Mr. Morgenthau’s estate adjoining that of the President.

Rabbi William Rosenblum, of Temple Israel, New York, described 
the Royal visit as a “superb demonstration of the truth that when 
men let bygones be bygones and face the present with amity and 
realism, they always rise to heights of human fellowship and do not 
sink to the abyss of barbarism and strife.” 

Rabbi Herbert S. Goldstein, of the West Side Institutional Syna- 

gogue, declared: “May the Supreme King of Kings protect King 
George and Queen Elizabeth; and may He inspire them and their 
counsellors with justice towards all Israel!" 
Rabbi Louis I. Newman, of the Rodeph Sholem Synagogue, 
_expressed his confidence “ that the monarchs will not forget the suffer- 
ung in lands within the British orbit, and will lay close to their hearts 
the plight of Palestine and of the Jews abroad.” 

Rabbi Hyman J. Schachtel, of the West End Synagogue, expressed 
the hope that the King and Queen “ might take back not only memories 
of sincere friendship but also the realisation that Great Britain is 
looked up to by us as a defender of liberty.”

MEMEL: NO COMPENSATION 
REFUGEE JEWS 


fhe agreement on Memel reached between the German and the 
| sthuanian Governments specifies that Germany is to pay compensation 
tor the property of Lithuanian citizens who left the Memel district 
after ts occupation by German troops. According to the agreement, 
however, compensation is not to be paid to those Jews who were once 
(cerman nationals but who opted for Lithuanian citizenship. Their 
property is to be regarded as if it were that of German Jews, and 
is to be treated accordingly. Compensation is to be paid only to 
those Jews who settled in the Memel district as: Lithuanian citizens. 
And so the Memel Jews, who form the majority of the Jewish refugees, 
ate not to benefit from the agreement. 

Last week, the Orriciat Gazerte, of Berlin, published a list of 231 
lewish businesses and 161 Jewish citizens in Memel who must liquidate 
‘heir property within two weeks. If the properties are not liquidated 
within the time limit given, the German Government will appoint 
trustees to ensure the carrying out of the decree. 

According to a Memel message, the Nazis have already pulled down 
the Great Synagogue. Another of the local Synagogues has been 
converted into a Nazi club.

JEW-BAITERS 


Government’s Firm Reply 


The visit to Berlin of Prince Paul, Regent of Yugoslavia, has 
encouraged the German Nazis in Novi Sad and Sombor, and their 
Yugoslav supporters, to begin a new campaign against the Jews. The 
Government, however, has promptly shown its determination to protect 
the Jews from their detractors. It has refused to permit the reappear- 
ance of the suspended pro-Nazi newspaper, BALKAN, and the news- 
papers have been requested to keep anti-Jewish incitement out of their 
columns... In Novi Sad and Sombor, the police have been instructed 
not to allow the German Nazis to organise anti-Jewish attacks; and 
during recent Nazi demonstrations the authorities confiscated their 
anti-Jewish banners. 

Nazi pressure on Yugoslavia has been intense of recent months. 
The country has been brought into economic dependence, and side by 
Side political penetration has been proceeding. In Slovenia, the region 
which borders on Austria, S.A. camps have been set up on estates 
which the Nazis have managed to acquire through intermediaries, 
and local groups of the Swabian-German Cultural League (so-called) 
have been springing up everywhere. At first, the authorities exercised 
some vigilance over these activities, earning the hostility of the Nazi 
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Press, which began to speak of “ persecutions,” after the Sudetenland 
model. Recently, the notorious Furr the 
publication issued by Hitler's adviser, General Haushofer, said that 
Yugoslavia “saw itself faced with the question of possible frontier 
alterations.” Meanwhile, to the south, a Fascist Italy now holds the 
Albanian frontier. 

According to recent figures, there are about 72,000 Jews in Yugo- 
Slavia, and the Community enjoys cultural autonomy. The foreign 
Jewish population, according to official figures, is 3,082, of whom 
2.182 are permanent residents. Recently, Prince Paul received Dr. 
Isaac Alkalay, the Yugoslav Chief Rabbi, in audience, and showed 
great interest in questions affecting Jewish communal affairs. 


SOUTH-WEST AFRICA—General Maritz, a local Jew-baiter and leader 
of a “ Blackshirt’’ movement, has been committed for trial in Windhoek 
for promoting racial enmity by attacks on the Jewish religion in a book 
published by him. Rabbi Wolf Hirsch, of Pretoria, who was called as 
witness, gave evidence of Maritz’s misquotation from the Talmud. 


EGYPT—For the first time in the history of European journalism in 
Egypt a French periodical entirely devoted to anti-Jewish propaganda has 
appeared in Cairo, It is called Procne Orient, and is under Syrian-Christian 
editorship. Colonel Fleischauer’s notorious Jew-baiting bulletin, Wori_p

PROOFING PROCESS 
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CAPETOWN REJECTS GERMAN TENDER 
Impudent Nazi Comp!aint 


A first-class storm is brewing, says the DatLy TELEGRAPH AND 
Mornino Post, over the action of Mr. Bodenstein, South African 
Union Secretary for External Affairs, in forwarding to the Capetown 
Municipal Council a complaint made by the German Minister, Dr. 
Leitner, that a German tender for cables and copper wire was not 
accepted by the Council although it was considerably lower than 
British and Dutch tenders. - 

Inquiries have since shown that it is the policy of the Municipal 
Councils of Capetown, Johannesburg, Durban, and Pretoria to give 
preference to South African goods first and British goods second. 

In the House of Assembly this week, Mr. L. D. Gilson (United 
Party) said that it was unthinkable that the German communication 
should ever have been accepted by Mr. Bodenstein. “Are we,” he 
asked, “ to come under the iron heel of a foreign country in doing our 
ordinary business?” 

The JOHANNESBURG STAR describes the action of the Department for 
External Affairs as “an impertinence,’ and adds that it was demon- 
strable that the prices quoted by the German firms were impossible 
without some form of subsidy. The RaNnp DaiLty Malt, describing 
the German complaint as “ presumptuous in the highest degree,” says 
that “South Africans, whether individuals or public bodies, are not 
prepared to be told from outside sources where and from whom they 
must buy. Germany must not be allowed to think that because she 
buys some of our wool she has bought the country.”

A Bill would be introduced to prohibit the acceptance by. Belgian news- 
papers of any financial assistance whatever from abroad.

ALIENS FOR FRENCH ARMY 
Amnesty for Irregular Immigrants 


{From our Correspondent—P aris] 


A decree regulating the enrolment of alien volunteers for war service 
in special foreign units, to be created in time of war and to form an 
organic part of the French Army (including the air forces and the 
navy), has now been published. Men from eighteen to forty who are 
physically fit for service, and whose documents are in order, may now 
be registered. Details of the arrangements for possible promotio, 
will be issued later. All volunteers must submit a certificate of good 
conduct from the police, and minors must submit a certificate trop 
their parents or guardians that they are permitted to enrol. 

Amnesty for breaches of regulations of a formal nature but whi.) 
involved the automatic condemnation of aliens to prison sentences w., 
proposed in the Chamber of Deprties during the deliberations on t)y 
Amnesty Bill last week. A number of Socialist deputies, includ; 
M. Moutet, former Minister of the Colonies, quoted instances show,» 
the inhumanity of the present French aliens decrees. The judges hay 
been left. he said, to administer penalties which in certain cases co 
only outrage their conscience and their humanity. Paltry offences, 
formal omissions which could in no way be interpreted as lev! 
offences, led to automatic and very severe sentences.

M. Marchandeau. the Minister of Justice, accepting 4 motion of the 
Right presented by M. Drouot limiting the amnesty to aliens who had 
entered France in an irregular manner, but whose good tatth had been 
recognised, and to those who had neglected to apply by the prescribed 
date for an identity card or for its renewal. The Minister of Justice 
promised, in addition, to modify the present decree with a view 
giving more liberty to the magistrates in. determining the individ: 
merits of a case.

NAZIS’ OUTRAGEOUS CLAIM 


W:de Powers to Arrest Foreigners 
THE CASE OF DR. SEKANINA

The Nazi Government claims the right, under Clause 4 0! 
Criminal Code, to arrest and bring to trial for treason, should he appe 
on German territory, any person in any country and of any nations 
who objects to Nazism and who they allege has bee, conspi 
against the Third Reich. 

This appalling fact, which finds no parallel in civilised law, was reves 
on Monday, at a Press conference in Fleet Street, F.C... by Mr. Step! 
Murray. son of Sir Gilbert Murray and a member of the British Ba: 
had returned from Berlin on the previous day. The object of Mr. Mur: 
mission, which he had undertaken in connection with the National Co: 
for Civil Liberties and as representative of an important group of MI!’ 
and members of the legal profession, was to make inquiries and lod 
protest regarding the arrest of a well-known Czech lawyer, Dr. Sekani 

The charge against Dr. Sekanina is that he carried on anti-Gern 
activities in Czecho-Slovakia before the Nazi invasion. His main ™ crime 
seems to have been that he organised international help for the victv 
of Fascism and was active in aiding the refugees from Germany and Aus! 
and in seeking to preserve Czech independence. In pre-Hitler Czecho 
Slovakia, such activities were perfectly lawful; yet, against all principles 0: 
civilised justice, Nazi law is being made retrospective for actions which »: 
legal when they took place and which occurred in a foreign countrs 

Dr. Sekanina was arrested in a Prague law court on the day afte: 
invasion, and was taken to Berlin for trial; this, despite the fact that (!x 
Nazis had officially declared that only German citizens of Czecho-Siov a! 
would be tried by German courts, and that Czechs would be tried by C 
courts. 

The trial would probably take place within a matter of months, said \! 
Murray. Meanwhile, the Gestapo officials in Berlin had not allowed | 
to see the accused. It had been reported that Dr. Sekanina had alre: 
been shot, but Mr. Murray thought this was not so. The plea made | 
the Nazis by Mr. Murray was that Dr. Sekanina should be released « 
allowed to come to England, for which he had a visa. 

Mr. Murray added that the infamous Clause 4 of the Penal Code 
question might possibly be the justification of the Nazis for the kidnappin > 
of anti-Nazis that had taken place.

be a crime or misdemeanour while on official duty according to the laws o! |< 
German Reich.

‘* Not to be Regarded as a Precedent ” 
GOVERNMENTS’ TEMPORARY HUMANITY 


When Mr. Tom WitttaMs (Lab., Don Valley) drew the attention of 
‘he Home Secretary to the plight of the St. Louis refugees, Mr. Peake 
answered: It is of the first importance that arrangements for the 
enrgration of Jewish refugees from Germany shall proceed in accord- 
ove with an orderly programme, and that no encouragement shall 
he given to any idea that if refugees leave Germany before arrange- 
ments have been made for their admission to some other country 
special facilities will be granted for their reception. In this case, 
however, from inquiries which have been made, it appears that there 
are exceptional circumstances which would justify the admission to 
‘his country Of a proportion of these refugees pending arrangements 
‘or their ultimate emigration, and arrangements are being made accord- 

'y. It ts understood that the Governments of Belgium and Holland 
also willing to take their share in providing temporary asylum 
‘or other members of the party. It is, however, essential to emphasise 
‘the point that the special arrangements made in this case cannot be 
recarded as a precedent for the reception in future of refugees who 
! leave Germany before definite arrangements have been made

ONLY 2,000 TAKEN BY BRITISH EMPIRE 


Wing-Commander James asked whether the promised answers had 
now been received from the Governors of Colonial Dependencies anent 

cas available for refugee settlement; and what number of possible 
scitlers were envisaged. 

Mir. MacDonald replied that British Guiana, Northern Rhodesia, 
‘\yasaland, Tanganyika Territory, and Kenya had been selected for 
‘he investigation of large- or small-scale refugee settlement. The 
Governors of the other colonial dependencies were asked whether 
vere were areas in their territories which could be leased or made 
-atlable to the voluntary organisations concerned with the welfare of 
‘clugees, under suitable conditions for such refugees, and without 
Jetriment to the interests of the existing populations. From the replies 
© tar received, it appeared that only in one or two cases might some 
such settlement be possible. He had also asked the Colonial Govern- 
ments concerned to give the most sympathetic consideration they could 
‘0 any individual applications from actual or potential refugees which 
indicated that the applicant was a person who was likely to become 
« good and useful citizen, provided, of vourse, that he was able to 
comply with the requirements of the immigration laws and regulations 
of the territory. Many Colonial Governments had responded to this 
appeal and up to March 31 over 2,000 refugees had obtained temporary 
or permanent refuge in the Colonial Dependencies, three-quarters of 
‘hese during the last six months prior to that date. 


EXISTING INTERESTS IN BRITISH GUIANA 


Mr. ROLAND RoBINSON (Con., Blackpool) asked the Colonial 
Secretary (1) whether, in view of the anxiety felt by existing interests 
in the interior of British Guiana, he would give an undertaking that 
the exclusive permissions and other rights and concessions already 
eranted to them would be continued; (2) whether the granting of 
agricultural rights in the interior of British Guiana to the Jewish 
Refugee Committee precluded the granting of further mineral rights 
\o British subjects prepared to undertake prospecting and development. 

Mr. Matcotm MacDonatp: As regards minerals, there is no 
question whatever of the cancellation of existing rights. The continua- 
tion of those rights on the expiry of the periods for which they were 
granted and the grant of new rights will be considered on the receipt 
of applications, but in considering such applications regard will be had 
to the offer which has been made to the refugee organisations of full 
‘acilities for the settlement of refugees in that area of the Colony, and 
‘oO the response which they make to that offer. 

LieuT.~COMMANDER R. FLETCHER (Lab., Nuneaton): Can the right 
hon. gentleman say whether it is not the case that the interior of British 
Guiana is virgin jungle, and, if that is so, whose are the interests which 
are referred to in this question? dt 

Mr. MacDonald: I should require notice before giving a list of rights 
‘of this nature which have been alienated, but certain rights do exist, and 
the interior of the Colony is by no means answerable to the kind of 
description in all places which the hon. and gallant gentleman gives. 


JEWS IN SLOVAKIA 


_ Colonel Wedgwood asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer whether, 
in view of their persecution and economic ruin, the 120,000 Jews in 
what was Slovakia and is now in Hungary might now be classed as 
Czech refugees and taken care of by the British-Czech Refugee 
Organisation on the same lines as the original refugees from 
Sudetenland. 

CapTAIN H. F. C. CRooKSHANK (Financial Secretary to the Treasury): 
There are still a large number of refugees from the Sudetenland to 
be dealt with, and I fear that I can hold out no hopes of the balance 


of the £4,000,000 fund being available for the purpose suggested in 
the question. 

Colonel Wedgwood: Apart from the chance of a share in {he 
£4,000,000, would it be possible for the organisation here which has 
looked after the Czech refugees so well to be empowered also to deal 
with those from Slovakia? 

Captain Crookshank: That is a matter of organisation, with regard 
to which I cannot answer. 


ALIENS: IMMIGRATION, COST, AND NATURALISATION 


Mr. Ospert Peake (Under-Secretary for Home Affairs) told Mr. 
M. Pernerick (Con., Falmouth) that in the twelve months ended 
May 31, 1939, there were 108 cases where aliens were found to have 
entered the country without permission. All these people were 
prosecuted. In addition, steps were being taken continuously to 
discover how irregular entries were effected and to provide the 
requisite checks. 

In reply to Wing-Commander James, Sir Samuel Hoare said that 
the approximate cost of the increase in staff in the Aliens Department 
since March 1, 1938, was £9,000. 

Commander James also asked the Home Secretary whether the 
proportionate rise of approximately 30 per cent. in the first quarter 
of 1939 over the previous year’s total of 2,158 aliens granted naturalisa- 
tion was connected with the refugee exodus from German territory, 
and, if not, how this rise was accounted for, and if he estimated that it 
would persist. 

Sir Samuel answered: Of the 783 certificates granted in the first 
three months of 1939, there were only 198 granted to persons of former 
German nationality, and many of these were persons with long 
residence in this country. The total number of certificates granted in 
these three months was high because of steps which are being taken 
in my Department to reduce the accumulated arrears. Amongst the 
applicants for naturalisation there is always a large proportion of 
persons who have been in this country for long periods, and the 
number of applications is likely to be affected by the number of aliens 
resident in the country, 


OVER 500 BUSINESSES STARTED 


Sir Samuel Hoare informed WinG-COMMANDER A. W. H. JAm*s 
(Con., Wellingborough) that since June, 1936, more than 500 refugees 
had been allowed to start businesses in this country, many of them in 
the Special Areas or older industrial areas. No figures were available 
showing how many had been authorised to take employment, but the 
great majority of those so authorised were employed in domestic work 
or were in temporary employment as trainees with a view to emigration. 
In no case in which a refugee had been permitted to establish himself 
in business or to take employment had an assurance been given that 
he would be granted naturalisation when he had fulfilled the statutory 
period of residence, should he apply for it.

AGRICULTURAL WORK FOR REFUGEES 


Mr. D. L. Lirson (Ind., Cheltenham) asked the Minister of Agricul- 
ture whether, in view of the serious and increasing shortage of 
agricultural labour, he would take steps to enable suitable refugees 
to be employed on the land. 

Sik R. DorRMAN-SMITH replied that the Home Secretary had agreed 
to raise no objection to the admission of 1,500 refugees for traimin 
or employment or both in agriculture in this country pending eventua 
re-emigration. The question of the temporary admission of a further 
number of refugees for agricultural employment to meet the present 
shortage of agricultural labour was under consideration by the Agricul- 
tural Sub-Committee of the Co-ordinating Committee, and any recom- 
mendations they made would receive consideration. : 

Mr. Lipson (writes our Lobby Correspondent) was very pleased with this 
answer. But he does not regard 1,500 as enough. “Actually,” he says, “ we 
could probably take a very large proportion of that number in Gloucestershire 
alone. I know that the Secretary of the Gloucestershire Rural Community 
Council, who is very interested in the refugee problem, said that by one post 
he had letters from fifty farmers in the county who wanted refugee labour.” 
Mr. Lipson intends to put another question in the House asking if the Minister 


can give some estimate of the extent of the shortage of agricultural labour in the 
country. 


FOREIGN PROPAGANDA IN ENGLAND 


Sir SAMUEL Hoare (Home Secretary) told Mr. Ben Rivey (Lab., 
Dewsbury) and Mr. Ruys Davies (Lab., Westhoughton) that careful 
watch was being kept on propaganda organisations in England financed 
from abroad. but.to disclose information as to the source of their 
finances might result in some of the sources of information being 
closed. Mr. Grorrrey Manper (Lib., Wolverhampton, E.) asked: 
In the event of any individuals feeling genuine doubt as to a particular 
organisation being of this character or not, would the Home Secretary 
be good enough to give confidential information to persons who were 
interested” 

Sir S. Hoare: I should certainly be inclined to consider suggestions 


of that kind.

THE VOTE ON THE WHITE PAPER 


Mr. Dincte Foor (Lib., Dundee) asked the Prime Minister whether 
he would give an assurance that the doctrine of Cabinet responsibility 
was being fully maintained, having regard to the fact that two Cabinet 
Ministers were absent unpaired from the division on the Government's 
Palestine proposals. 

Mr. NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN : 
Mr. Foot: Is it consistent with the doctrine of Cabinet responsibility 
that Ministers should be absent from a division of such importance, 
while the back-bench supperters of the Government were expected to 
go into the Lobby? 

Mr. Chamberlain: It does not affect the point that my right hon. 
friends naturally accept full responsibility for collective Cabinet 
decisions. 

Cabinet Ministers absent unpaired from the division were Mr. Hore-Bclisha 
(Secretary for War) and Mr. Walter Elliott (Minister of Health). 


THE SECRETARY FOR WAR

BERNHARD BARON ST. GEORGE’S SETTLEMENT 


To no one was the sudden break in the weather last Sunday so keen 
a disappointment as to the members of the Setthement Aid Society.

Ihe Rev. A. S. Super, Vice-Chairman of the Committee for Refugees, 


-iewed the work of the Leeds Committee for the Care of Children 
‘om Germany. He said that the Committee was originally brought 
io being early in November to inaugurate children’s hostels, and 
sas under the Chairmanship of Mr. Mark Labovitch. By the end 
the year, two hostels were established. The first hostel for thirty 
cirls was opened at Harrogate, thanks to the courtesy and co-operation 
the Leeds and District Jewish Convalescent Home, who turned 
over the whole institution to the children from Germany. As far 
. the boys’ hostel at Leeds was concerned, a large house was taken 
and converted into a home for refugee children, which has become 
one of the model hostels of the country. The present boys’ hostel 
4S accommodation for a maximum of sixty, but provision for more 
-hildren will have to be made. A school has been organised in the 
hostel, and the boys are receiving English and Hebrew instruction. 
\ number of boys who have reached the age of eighteen have already 
been placed in trainee positions. Others are engaged in agricultural 
‘raining in the grounds of the hostel. 

Mr. Mark Labovitch, Chairman of the Hostel Committee, thanked 
all those who had helped, and were helping, to make the work a 
success. He was inundated, he said, with requests from the Head Com- 
nuttee in London, and from abroad, to make immediate provision for 
housing more children. The Community would have to make it 
possible for these requests to be fulfilled, either by means of extending 
the present hostel, or opening up new ones. As far as the work of 
the hostel was concerned, he wished to pay a public tribute to the 
excellent support he had received from the Community, and in 
particular to Mrs. N. Heaps, Chairman of the House Committee, who 
had worked day and night on behalf of the hostel, to Mrs. Markman, 
who was mainly responsible for the catering, and to Mr. T. H. Bentley, 
who had been acting as Headmaster in a voluntary capacity, and who 
attended the hostel daily to help the boys in their studies. 


The Branch Hostel at Harrogate 


Referring to the branch hostel for girls in Harrogate, Mr. Labovitch 
Said that this hostel was being carried on by a very capable Com- 
mittee, under the Chairmanship of Mrs. J. E. Myers. Here, also, 
economy, efficiency, and the most careful consideration for the needs 
of the girls were the keynotes of the policy of that Committee. 

In addition to the children accommodated in the hostels, 
Mr. Labovitch said that there were forty children in Leeds who were 
billeted in private houses. That entailed a great deal of supervision, 
and although the children were supported by their “ foster-parents,” 
nevertheless the ultimate responsibility for their welfare rested with 
the Children’s Committee. Supervision of this branch of the work was 
“ Nos mene of a band of ladies under the Chairmanship of Mrs. S. 
SAI. 

The visitors and guests were then conducted over the hostel, which 
consists of a large mansion standing in about five acres of grounds 
and gardens, on the outskirts of the residential part of Leeds. A 
Clothing Committee, under the Chairmanship of Mr. R. Fox, works in

conjunction with the Jewish clothing manufacturers of Leeds, who 
provide outfits for the boys, either free of charge or at a minimum cost 
lor the time of making only. There is also a Medical Committee.

ATTEMPT TO FORM COMMUNAL COUNCIL 
The Need for Co-ordination 


[From our Correspondent] 


The possibility of inaugurating a Communal Council on Merseyside 
was discussed at a meeting of representatives of a number of local 
Jewish organisations held on Sunday at the Jewish Centre. Professor 
L. Rosenhead, who presided, said he felt there was an urgent need 
for a Council such as was envisaged. 

Dr. I. Harris, J.P., said that fifteen years ago the principle of such 
a Council had been agreed upon, and four years ago a similar suggestion 
had been accepted, but in neither case had anything concrete been 
achieved. There was, he said, an enormous amount of overlapping 
in local communal affairs. As an instance, he cited the fact that the 
local Refugee Aid Committee was raising a sum of over £100 per week, 
which was being done without consulting any other body or investi- 
gating the possibility of co-operating with other institutions. They 
were faced also with the difliculties of charitable work and the problem 
of different organisations doing more or less the same work without 
any co-ordination. There were other spheres of activity, such as Jewish 
Defence work, National Service, the work of the Vigilance Committee, 
the boycott of German goods, and the possible co-ordination of local 
religious activities which he felt should be undertaken by one represen- 
tative body. There was no desire to form just another organisation, 
but simply to co-ordinate the work of existing bodies. 

The discussion was opened by Rabbi |. J. Unterman, who expressed 
the view that a Council could be of the greatest value to local com- 
munal life. He did feel, however, that the Council, if formed, should 
confine itself to matters of Jewish Defence, Vigilance, National Service, 
and the boycott of German goods. To attempt to control and co- 
ordinate religious, charitable, and educational work might well 
introduce difficulties that would be insurmountable. 

Many delegates expressed approval of the idea. It was gnentioned, 
however, that the majority of those present had not been empowered 
to commit their organisations to any definite line of action, and it 
was felt that there was a lack of precise detail regarding the scope 
and organisation of ithe proposed Council. 

Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman replied to the various points of criticism 
that had been made. 

The following resolutions were carried unanimously : 

That this meeting of representatives of organisations of the Jewish Com- 
munities of Liverpool and district is in favour of the formation of a Council 
of Merseyside and district Jewry, and desires to investigate details of scope 
and organisation at a subsequent meeting. 

That a Committee be formed to draw up a memorandum dealing with detarls 
of scope and organisation; that this memorandum be circulated to Jewish 
organisations in Liverpool and district; and that it should be considered by a 
meeting of representatives at a later date. 

That this Committee shall, in the first instance, be composed of sixteen people 
with power to co-opt. 

The following were elected: Mesdames S. I. Levy and L. M. Lyons, 
Professor H. Cohen, Messrs. Freeman, S. H. Gluckstein, D. Gold, Moss 
Greenberg, L. M. Lyons, N. Landau, J. Norton, B. Shaw, and H. Wolf, 
and Drs. I. Harris, J.P., and M. Solomon. Messrs. Leo King and S. D. 
Temkin were elected Hon. Secretaries of the Committee. 

Twenty-two organisations were represented at the meeting, a number 
of those invited having intimated that they were not sending represen- 
tatives, and others expressing inability to participate in the functions of 
the Council. 


Mr. Herbert M. Adler, Director of Jewish Education, who visited the 
Talmud Torah Schools recently, states in his report that the roll of pupils 
totals 139, a pleasing feature being the number of girls who attended 
regularly. The syllabus had been admirably drawn up. 

Presiding at the first quarterly meeting of the Shechita Board held last 
week at 5, Oxford Street, Mr. B. T. Globe said that the final plans for the 
new poultry yard and Board offices were nearly completed and would soon 
be put into operation. The Kashrui side of the Board’s activities was 
proceeding satisfactorily. thanks to the efficient supervision of. the Rav. 
The financial statement for the quarter ended March 31 was submitted by 
the Treasurer, Mr. M. J. Glassman, and adopted, together with the report 
of the Chairman. 

In the course of his sermon at the Greenbank Drive Synagogue last week, 
Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman referred to a statement made recently by the 
Bishop of Warrington to the effect that the best solution of the Jewish 

roblem to-day would be for the Jews to enter the Christian Church. Dr, 
pr mcend said that no better refutation of such a statement could be made 
than the example of what had happened in Germany, which not only did 
not encourage proselytisation but even hounded out those Jews who had 
for generations embraced the Christian faith. Dr. Lehrman also made 
reference to a remark made on the same occasion by the Bishop of Liver- 
pool, who said that the Liberal movements in Judaism in their essence, 
although the Jews themselves might not realise it, were movements towards 
Christianity. This statement, said Dr. Lehrman, was very significant, since 
it served as a warning to tendencies in Anglo-Jewry seeking estrangement 
from Orthodox traditions.

THE BRITISH LEGION 
Lord Inverclyde’s Tribute to Jews 


[From our Correspondent] 


One thousand Jewish and non-Jewish ex-Servicemen assembled at 

¢ annual reunion tea held by the Jewish Branch of the British Legion 

the St. Mungo Halls on Sunday. A minute's silence was observed 
or the men who had lost their lives in the submarine Thetis. 

Before the tea, a memorial service, attended by the magistrates of 
‘he city, had been held at the Cenotaph in George Square. The 
ervice was conducted by the Rev. Dr. I. K. Cosgrove, and a wreath 
was laid at the Cenotaph by Mr. Arthur Rose, Chairman of the 
lewish Branch. The party of Jewish ex-soldiers from the Glasgow and 
tdinburgh branches had also been present at a memorial service in 
‘he South Portland Street Synagogue, whence they had marched to 
the Cenotaph, headed by the pipe band of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 

Speaking at the reunion tea, Lord Inverclyde, who was the guest 
of honour, said that he was proud and honoured at being able to 
accept the invitation of their tried and trusted Jewish friends. “ There 
has been more nonsense talked about the Jewish race than about any 
other.race in the world. The prejudice does not spring so much 
irom religious differences as from unenlightened, dull people who are 
always hostile to those who prove more brainy and industrious than 
themselves. We know the Jews to be decent, hard-working citizens, 
sharing with us Scots that great gift of being able to appreciate a joke 
against themselves.” Lord Inverclyde referred to the list of honours 
won by Jewish soldiers during the War, and said that in Britain they 
looked on the Jew as a brother and fellow-citizen in the full sense 
of the term. It was a good thing that they should meet together from 
time to time to exchange views and discuss their difficulties. A Prayer 
Book was presented to Lord Inverclyde by Mr. Rose (who presided). 
Mr. Rose said that if the sort of comradeship they had seen was 
permitted in other parts of the world, another world war would be an 
impossibility. 

That the Jews were a sort of seismograph, registering the moral 
earthquakes in a country, was the comparison made by the Rev. 
Dr. I. . Cosgrove, Acting Chaplain of the Branch. “ The treatment 
of the Jews,” he said, “ showed the state of civilisation of a country; 
and Britain, by its treatment of the Jews, would ever remain civilised.” 
He felt that the bonds of fellowship between Christian and Jew were 
increasing year by year, and in Glasgow there were bonds that united 
them in real fellowship and brotherly love. 

Expressing the pleasure of the Corporation in associating itself with 
the service, Mr. Ernest Greenhill, the City Treasurer, said: “ When a 
person hates another person it is not evidence that the hatred is 
Justified, it is only evidence that the man who hates has something 
emotionally wrong with him. When you see evidence of hatred dis- 
played on a minority not as great as those who do the hating, that 
hatred is evidence of a streak of cowardice.” 

Other speakers were the Rev. E. P. Phillips, Mt. Kenneth Frazer, 


Major W. Pettigrew, Rabbi S. H. Baron, Mr. S. Boston, and Mr. S. 
Salberg, D.C.M.

Book News © 


Full reviews of current publications appear in THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
SUPPLEMENT issued at the end of each month. Many of the works 
mentioned below will be dealt with in the June Supplement, which 
will be published with Tue Jewisu CuronicLe of June 30. 


Ernst Toller, whose tragic death occurred recently in New York, 
was attending the World Congress of Writers at the World's Fair. 
Among other visiting authors at the Congress have been Sholem Asch, 
Henri Bernstein, André Maurois, Franz Werfel, and Arnold Zweig. 
The last-named is not the only representative from Palestine who has 
journeyed to New York for this important gathering organised by 
the P.E.N. Club. The responsibility of writers in the present world 
cris's and methods of preserving the freedoms essential to literary 
creation have been the chief themes of discussion. 


Mr. Stephen Spender’s translation of the late Ernst Toller’s play, 
“ Pastor Hall,” will shortly be published by John Lane. This deals 
with the martyrdom of a Protestant pastor in present-day Berlin. The 
Nazi menace to all religious freedom is bringing together representatives 
of different creeds in defence of common spiritual values. A notable 
example is Heinemann’s “I Believe” series, to which Mr. Louis Golding 
will be contributing a volume. Another aspect of the question has 
been investigated by the Royal Institute of International Affairs, under 
whose auspices the Oxford University Press is publishing ‘* National 
Socialism and the Roman Catholic Church,” by Dr. Nathaniel Micklem. 
This book must deeply concern all religionists. It will be reviewed 
in THe Jewish CHRONICLE SUPPLEMENT by Lord Clonmore, who is 
we oa of the DuBLIN Review and an authoritative writer on Catholic 
subjects. 


A number of eminent authors are participating in the series of 
literary talks held on Wednesday afternoons in Harrods Book Room. 
The opening talk was given by Miss Mary Borden, whose novel “ Pass- 
port tor a Girl,” describes so poignantly the sufferings of the perse- 
cuted in Central Europe. The second lecturer, last week, was Mr. 
Louis Golding, whose “ Mr. Emmanuel,” dealing with a like theme, 
was reviewed (together with Miss Borden’s novel) in the last 
SUPPLEMENT. Speaking on “The Author and his Characters,” Mr. 
Golding described how he came to begin his novel through meeting 
with the refugee boy, Bruno. Mr. Golding’s feeling references to the 
sufferings of his coreligionists in Germany met with warm sympathy 
from a large audience. 


Dr. Joseph Klausner, whose own “ Jesus of Nazareth” is an estab- 
lished classic, recently contributed to the SUPPLEMENT a criticism of 
the late Hall Caine’s posthumously published “ Life of Christ.” Dr. 
Klausner is Professor of Modern Hebrew Literature at the Hebrew 
University, Jerusalem, and he has just completed a book entitled “ From 
Jesus to Paul”’—a sequel to his “Jesus of Nazareth.’ The new 
work should prove of outstanding interest to both Jewish and Christian 
scholars. The Hebrew edition will shortly be published. It may be 
expected that the English translation (as with Professor Klausner’s 
previous works) will be entrusted to Canon H. Danby, Professor of 
Hebrew at Oxford University, who, earlier this year, reviewed in the 
SUPPLEMENT the Soncino edition of the Midrash Rabbah in English. 


The inaugural lecture of Mr. D. Winton Thomas, Regius Professor 
of Hebrew in the University of Cambridge, has been issued by the 
Cambridge University Press. Its title is “ The Recovery of the Ancient 
Hebrew Language,” and it will be reviewed by Mr. Chaim Raphael, 


Cowley Lecturer in Post-Biblical Hebrew, University of Oxtord. The . 


current issue of the PALESTINE EXPLORATION QUARTERLY contains an 
article on “ The Lachish Ostraka” by Mr. S. Birnbaum, who 1s known 
to JEWISH CHRONICLE readers by his notices of archeological books. 
From the Palestine Exploration Fund also comes “ Early Ivories from 
Samaria.” This describes excavations partly conducted by the Hebrew 
University, and will be noticed in the next SUPPLEMENT by Mr. Elkan 
N. Adler. 


Messrs. Routledge announce a new novel by Sholem Asch, which 
is now in the hands of the translators. It is called “ The Nazarene,” 
and represents more than thirty years of research in Palestine and the 
Near East. Messrs. Edward Goldston have issued a catalogue con- 
taining interesting items of Hebraica and Judaica. The same firm 
will shortly publish a limited edition of the Passover Haggadah with 
illuminations by the renowned artist, Arthur Szyk. This outstanding 
production was recently the subject of a special article in these columns. 
Messrs. Dent’s announcements include “ Death to the Jews!” by Ernst 
Henri, author of “ Hitler Over Europe?” and “ Hitler Over Russia?” 
Another book from the same firm will be Mr. William Freeman's 
“English for Foreigners,’ which should make a special appeal to 
refugee students.

HEN a famous American foot 
\X/ specialist stated recently at a con- 

ference “The present troubles in 
Europe are indirectly due to foot trouble. You 
have only to look at Hitler's face to realise 
this,” he may have been indulging in a form of 
special pleading! Nevertheless, it cannot be 
denied that human tempers in an ideal world 
should be even and equable. And that to 


keep an even, equable temper and a sane view 
of life while suffering from painful feet is more 
than most human beings can accomplish.

And in those uncomfortable shoes they 
are called upon to walk a great many 
more steps than are the fortunate pos- 
sessors of less limited means who can 
afford to pay fares for travel or have 
vehicular means of conveyance of their 
own. 

The children of mothers who can ill 
afford constantly to replace the shoes they 
have outgrown run great risks of 
developing foot troubles, most of which 
arise from the deforming influence of 
tight shoes or socks worn during childhood. 

It is, therefore, largely as a great social work 
with almost unending possibilities for good that 
the National School of Chiropody has been 
established in London and Manchester. For 
the institution includes free foot clinics, to 
which comes a constant stream of foot-sufferers 
whose troubles are carefully, scientifically, and 
hygienically dealt with. 


Service for the Million

ing, because they are recognised training 
schools for foot clinicians, whose fees, together 
with the fees paid by a number of paying 
patients, maintain the institutions. Facilities 
for graduating as fully-qualified clinicians are 
provided, and the examination for candidates 
is undertaken by a competent Board of 
Examiners. It is particularly interesting to learn 
that several Jewish refugees have been trained 
at the School and are now doing well in 
different parts of the world. 


Remedial Exercises 


All kinds of remedial foot exercises and 
massage are included in the course, together 
with specified treatment for rheumatism and 
similar complaints. 

The hospitals attract a great number of 
Jewish patients, both in London and Man- 
chester. The reason for this, in the opinion 
of the doctor who attends them, is partly 
because many Jewish patients are overweight 
and also because so many are engaged in 
exclusively sedentary occupations that a 
weakening of their body muscles results, which 
in turn throws undue 
work when walking on 
to the muscles and 
tendons of the feet. In 
this connection, it has 
been noted that many 
refugee women now 
doing domestic work 
have succumbed to foot 
ailments of one kind or 
another. 

Girls who were 
formerly accustomed to 
sit typing or sewing find 
domestic work a new 
Strain on the leg and 
foot muscles, and suffer 
as do many hospital 
probationers during the 


early days of their training. 

Therefore, the foot hospitals come as a great 
boon to all these sufferers, and they afford new 
relief and comfort to many who, before their 
advent, were condemned to lives of pain. 

_ The Free Foot Hospital in Manchester is 
Situated in an industrial area Where there is 
a large Jewish population, and a clinic has 
recently been opened in Liverpool, also in an 
industrial area, where students of the School 
carry out their post-graduate work. 

In many suburbs of London already, foot 
clinics have appeared, which, although they are 
not organised as free foot hospitals, neverthe- 
less afford foot relief for the many at a rela- 
tively low cost. Those in charge of the clinics 
have passed their examinations at the Central 
Training School, where a Board of Examiners 
consisting of orthopaedic specialists have satis- 
fied themselves as to the candidate's proficiency.

CLUBS 
MACCABI REORGANISES 


New Officials and a Larger Executive 
APPEALING TO A WIDER PUBLIC 


[From our Correspondent] 


It was stated at the annual meeting of Maccabi Association, London, 
held recently, that the Executive had devised and was already working on 
a plan for the development of the organisation. Ihe details of this plan 
were not discussed, however. All that the meeting was told was that the 
scheme aimed to encourage a more general participation by members in 
the Association's activities, and a more definite co-ordination of the varying 
secctious than tormerly 

Since that meeting, the Executive have not rested on mere words. Per- 
haps tre most significant move is the appointment for the first time of a 


fui-time Organising Secretary—-Mr. Alex Fulton. He has done similar 
work in Canada. Scotland, England, Sweden, and Denmark. For fourteen 
te rs ne was atfached to the Y.M.C.A., where he was Organising and 
Gereral Secretary and Physical Director. He was also Warden of the 


Scun: orpe Youth Movement, which was the first experimental scheme 
carrieu out by the King George Jubilee Trust. ae 

Arnot! er move in the right direction is the Executive's decision to enlarge 
itse’f It now includes a Sports Director, Director of Publicity, and, most 
important. a Registrar of Members. This means that there will always be 
sorncone on the premises competent to deal with new members and written 
applications for membership. The Registrar will have two assistants. There 
wi.i Fe an inner Executive Committee, consisting of two representatives for 
sports and one tor cultural activities. Mr. Malcolm Lam, who has been 
actively connected with Maccabi for over six years, becomes Hon. Secretary 
in place of Mr. J. Byer, who is leaving for America; Mr. B. Ansell becomes 
Sports Director 3 

In spite of this very complete Executive, individual sections will still 
maintain democratic control of themselves, but will, through the medium 
of the Executive, co-operate with and take an interest in each other. This, 
it is believed, will help to bring even the most retiring of members more 
into the general run of things. It has been felt for some time that members 
have been left too much to themselves. Thus it ts anticipated-—not, in 
ms opinion, without good cause—that there will be a larger attendance at all 
functions. 

That there is a definite desire among members for cultural activities 
is Shown by the successful series of “ Living Newspapers,” which, under the 
direction of Mr. P. Gildesgame, have shown a very high standard. A 
special feature 1s going to be made of the Dramatic Section. 


Fostering the Boxing Section 


Mr. Gildesgame told me that Maccabi will be glad to receive visits 
from London Jewish clubs to hold indoor games and swimming matches, etc., 
with them. The Association is putting up a South of England Football Cup, 
open to all Jewish clubs. Application for information is invited. London 
Maccabi is particularly keen on developing a boxing section. Their premises 
in Compayne Gardens, N.W., contain a first-rate gym., and promising 
young Jews trom all parts of London will be encouraged to go there for 
training. Those covering long distances from East or South London. for 
instance, will, it is hoped, be helped in some way. 

It must be emphasised that a top-notch standard is not demanded from 
those who wish to join a sports section. The sections are there. in fact. 
to help people become proficient. Only keenness for sport and the desire 
to become a sportsman ts required. 

Since its inception, Maccabi Association, London, has been faced with 
many difficulties, which have at times caused a slackening of pace; diffi- 
culties which have fallen on the shoulders of a harassed Executive. This 
new tightening up of organisation shows that the Executive is now doing 
all in its power to make the Association go ahead. They have ploughed the 
ground and-planted the seed; only the co-operation of. the general member- 
ship ts needed to bring it to fruition.

APPEALING TO A WIDER PUBLIC 


[From our Correspondent] 


It was stated at the annual meeting of Maccabi Association, London, 
held recently, that the Executive had devised and was already working on 
a plan for the development of the organisation. The details of this plan 
were not discussed, however. All that the meeting was told was that the 
scheme aimed to encourage a more general participation by members in 
the Association's activities, and a more definite co-ordination of the varying 
than tormerly. 

Per- 
haps te most significant move ts the appointment for the first time of a 
fui-tume Organising Secretary——-Mr. Alex Fulton. He has done similar 
work in Canada. Scotland, England, Sweden, and Denmark. For fourteen 
te mr. ne was atfached to the Y.M.C.A., where he was Organising and 
Geveral Secretar, and Physical Director. He was also Warden of the 
Scunisorpe Youth Movement, which was the first experimental scheme 
carrieu out by the King George Jubilee Trust. 

Anot er move in the right direction is the Executive's decision to enlarge 
itse’f tt now includes a Sports Director, Director of Publicity, and, most 
important. a Registrar of Members. This means that there will always be 
sorncone on the premises competent to deal with new members and written 
applications for membership. The Registrar will have two assistants. There 
wi.s te an inner Executive Committee, consisting of two representatives for 
sports and one for cultural activities. Mr. Malcolm Lam, who has been 
actively connected with Maccabi for over six years, becomes Hon. Secretary 
in place of Mr. J. Byer, who is leaving for America; Mr. B. Ansell becomes 
Sports Director 

In spite of this vers complete Executive, individual sections will still 
maintain democratic control of themselves, but will, through the medium 
of the Execitive. co-operate with and take an interest in each other. This, 
it is believed, will help to bring even the most retiring of members more 
into the general run of things. It has been felt for some time that members 
have been left too much to themselves. Thus it is anticipated—not, in 
my opinion, without good cause—that there will be a larger attendance at all 
functions. 

That there ts a definite desire among members for cultural activities 
is shown by the successful series of “ Living Newspapers,’ which, under the 
direction of Mr. P. Gildesgame, have shown a very high standard. A 
special feature 1s going to be made of the Dramatic Section. 


Fostering the Boxing Section 


Mr. Gildesgame told me that Maccabi will be glad to receive visits 
from London Jewish clubs to hold indoor games and swimming matches, etc., 
with them. The Association is putting up a South of England Football Cup, 
open to all Jewish clubs. Application for information is invited. London 
Maccabi is particularly keen on developing a boxing section. Their premises 
in Compayne Gardens, N.W., contain a first-rate gym., and promising 
young Jews from all parts of London will be encouraged to go there for 
training. Those covering long distances from East or South London. for 
instance, will, it is hoped, be helped in some way. 

It must be emphasised that a top-notch standard is not demanded from 
those who wish to join a sports section. The'sections are there. in fact. 
to help people become proficient. Only keenness for sport and the desire 
to become a sportsman is required. 

Since its inception, Maccabi Association, London, has been faced with 
many difficulties, which have at times caused a slackening of pace; diffi- 
culties which have fallen on the shoulders of a harassed Executive.

UNION OF HEBREW AND RELIGION 
CLASSES 


How Evacuated Children are to be Educated 


Dr. L. V. Snowman, the President of the Union of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes, presided on Sunday over the thirty-first annual 
meeting of the Union at Woburn House, which was followed by the 
prize distribution. 
Dr. Snowman said that, as ever, their difficulty was getting parents to 
take a serious view of the Jewish education of their children. In these 
times of rampant anti-Semitism he would raise the old cry, “ Back to the 
Torah!” Let their children have the benefit of knowing what Jewish 
teaching was—Torah in its widest sense—and they would be able to bear 
their troubles with fortitude. He was much impressed by the plea of 
the Rev. I. Livingstone that they should teach the principles of Derech 
Fretz. That included teaching respect by a minority for their environment, 
as in avoiding ostentation in dress. It included teaching respect for the 
traditions and customs of their own race, so that they did not have the 
sorry spectacle of their young men despising the Synagogue and of their 
old men adopting a defeatist attitude to Judaism. Dr. Snowman paid tribute 
to Mr. Herbert M. Adler. one of the founders of the Union, who was now 
attending his last meeting there as Director of Jewish Education. 
Mr. Herbert M. Adler, M.B.E., rephed 
Dr. L. V. Snowman was re-elected President, and the other Hon. Officers 
were re-elected en bloc. 
The meeting was presented with the emergency plan for religious educa- 
tion of Jewish children evacuated from Greater London, which had been 
put forward by Mr. Adler in conjunction with the other Jewish educational 
officers in London. The plan ts as follows: 
1. The non-provided schools need not be considered, as they will have their 
own teachers on the spot 

2. With the exception above mentioned, we calculate the number of Jewish 
children between seven and fourteen at 15,000. We assume, however, that 
only between 10,000 and 12,000 will need to be dealt with. 
3. We estimate the minimum cost at 10s. per child per year. The total 
cost, toeether with other expenditure which we foresee, will amount to at 
least £7,000, 
4. We suggest that the Jewish Religious Education Board, the Union of 
Hebrew and Religion Classes and the Talmud Torah Trust, should devote the 
whole of their centrally-administered funds towards our purpose and should 
pool their resources. We suggest also that the Central Committee should apply 
to this purpose all sums that it can by anv possibility save by economies 
in Other directions—-and, further, that it should apply to this purpose the whole 
of such grants as it may obtain trom the Shechita and Tombstone contributions. 
5S. A small Executive body should be formed to administer the plan, con- 
sisting of two representatives trom cach of the four bodies mentioned (of 
whom, if possible, the Treasurer should be one) and also the Education Officers 
The meeting adopted this plan, which, Mr. Adler had stated, the Jewish 
Religious Education Board had already agreed to in principle. Mr. M. 
Albert Jacobs and the Rev. Isaac Goldston are to be the Union's repre- 
sentatives on the Executive body to be formed to administer it. 
At the prize distribution in the Adolph Tuck Hall, Dr. Snowman welcomed 
Mr. Adrian W. L. Franklin, who presided, recalling that Mr. Franklin was 
a grandson of the late Mr. Ellis Franklin, in whose memory some of their 
senior prizes were awarded year by year. 
After pupils of the Hackney, West Ham, and Dalston Synagogue Classes 
had contributed a programme consisting ‘of a play, ‘“ Moses,” modern 
Hebrew songs, and * Pictures out of the Past,” Mrs. -A. W. Franklin dis- 
tributed the prizes. 
Mr. Adrian Franklin referred to the fact that there were very nearly 
twice as many boys as girls on the rolls of the Classes. There were 4.34] 
pupils under thirteen and 580 over. Religious education did not stop with 
the Barmitzvah. The Jewish religion was a study for all one’s lifetime. 
The greatest achievement of the present century was the Jewish work in 
Palestine. But if it had not been for the Jewish religion there would have 
been no impulse to go to Palestine. 


NEW SYNAGOGUE HEBREW AND 
RELIGION CLASSES 


“Our young Jews must be trained to know what Judaism stands for. 
and that can only be achieved by giving them a sound religious education,” 
said Dr. M. Epstein, one of the Treasurers of the United Synagogue, when 
he presided last Sunday at the distribution of prizes to the pupils of the 
New Synagogue Hebrew and Religion Classes, held at the Marcus Samuel 
Hall, Egerton Road, Stamford Hill. Mrs. Epstein, who was to have 
gene the prizes, was unable to be present, and her husband acted in 
rer stead. 

The Rev. B. Cherrick, the Superintendent, gave a résumé of some out- 
Standing educational achievements during the year. The high standard of 
the Successes of previous years, he said, had been surpassed. In the 
Jews’ College Teachers’ Intermediate Examination. four bovs had passed 
and several had passed the preparatory examination. In the Union of 
Hebrew and Religion Classes’ annual examination. the “F. S. Spiers ” 
memorial prize was won for the first time by a girl, Helen Melnick. a pupil 
of the Classes, out of 200 competitors. During the last ten years the New 
Synagogue had carried off the prize no fewer than eight times. The number 
of pupils was a record for a London affiliated class—330—and if they had 
more accommodation they could take more. A characteristic aspect was 
that the children practised what they learnt. They subscribed to charities 
to the refugees, and to Zionism. Mr. Cherrick appealed to the parents to 
let their children remain in the Classes after Barmitzvah age.

PROPOSED REPEAL OF MEDICINE DUTIES 


An event of outstanding importance during the past: year—probably the most 
important event which has ever happened in the history of the proprictary 
medicine and proprictary article business—is the proposed repeal of medicine 
duties. It ss, OF course, too early lor one to make any accurate torcecast 
as to the extent of the benefit it will prove to our business; but one thing ts 
already abundantly clear, and that is that it opens up a vista of great possibilities. 
When the repeal comes into force, as presumably it will in September next, a 
much wider field of distribution will be available. Exactly how we shall deal 
with that is a matter which requires the most careful consideration 

We have already been approached by some of the largest potential distributors 
in the country, who, in consequence of the conditions which previously existed, 
have in the past been prevented from dealing in our type of merchandise. There 
is also no doubt that as we get nearer to September we shall be approached 
by many others. Our first consideration will be to deal fairly and equitably 
with the whole of our distributors-—old and new, large and small. 


BENEFITS TO PUBLIC 

We hope that the repeal of the medicine duties will enable us to provide the 
public with our products in a smaller and cheaper form than has hitherto been 
possible, and our first aim, as far as the public ts concerned, must be to give 
increased service and value. The success of the proprietary medicine and article 
business rests entirely upon this foundation. 

[his Company, through the long period of its existence, has always had the 
most friendly relationships with the chemists and druggists of the country, and 
no effort will be lacking on our part to maintain the cordial relations which have 
hitherto existed. 

We understand that representations are being made to the Government with 
regard to the reasonable control of the formulae and advertising of proprietary 
medicines. Your Directors would give their wholehearted support to such 
proposals, as any measure that is introduced to safeguard the public, as far 
as proprietary medicines are concerned, must react favourably on this Company, 


NEW DEVELOPMENT 

Your Directors are pursuing their policy of sponsoring new lines from the 
Development Fund, and they ask you again to bring this Fund up to £100,000. 
The new laboratory at the Royal Northern Hospital, London, has once again 
rendered yeoman service to the Group, and I should like to place on_record 
your Directors’ appreciation of the advice and help given to them by Mr. Herbert 
Skinner and his staff in connection therewith. 

In conclusion, I feel I am not unduly optimistic in looking forward to this 
year's results with added confidence. Personally, I shall be very disappointed if 
this time next year I am not able to refer to the fact that the record of profits 
established this year has been well broken. I have always had the greatest belief 


in the future of this business, and I feel that its prospects to-day are greater than 
at any time since its formation. '

BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S POLICY 


We are meeting at a time when the future of the country in which your 
Company's activities are concentrated ts beimg very widely 
Majesty s Government, after long consideration, has framed a policy whic it 
believes should be imposed. This action on the part of the Government has 
iven rise to considerable controversy, in which I shall refram trom taking part. 

hat is important to state at the present moment and im this place is that 
the Government's new policy has not been acquiesced in by any of the parties 
concerned. I feel certain that the political vicissitudes through which the country 
is now passing will not hold up the work of construction and development in 
which this bank plays so important a part. 3 

Under the circumstances, you will appreciate that your Directors have had 
to give careful consideration to the policy which they are to follow in conducting 
the affairs of your bank, in which a very fair part of Palestine’s total banking 
business is concentrated. | am very happy to be able to say that, considering 
the adverse circumstances under which we have had to carry on our business, 
we have no reason to be dissatisfied with either its present state or its results. 

As you will see from the accounts, the figures on both sides of the balance- 
sheet have grown. Contrary to our experience of last year, when there was 
a fall in deposits, the year 1938 has brought us an increase of over £400,000. 
The anxious days of September, 1938, interrupted this upward trend for a few 
weeks only. 


ADDITIONAL EMPLOYMENT FOR FUNDS, 


In spite of the difficulties prevailing in Palestine, Jewish capital continues to 
flow into the country, and | may inform you that this movement of funds has, 
at the time I am addressing you, not yet been imterrupted. We have also 
been able to tind some additional employment for our funds. It is only natural 
that under the prevailing circumstances we have scrutinised our outstanding 
accounts with particular care, and have made provision accordingly. I am 
glad to be able to say that we are satisfied that, short of entirely unforeseen 
events, the bank's business is, and remains in every respect, a sound one. 


LESS SCOPE FOR REMUNERATIVE OPERATIONS 

Gratifying as this may be, the fact remains that there has been less scope for 
remunerative operations than during pfevious years. With the fall in total 
foreign trade hgures from twenty and a half millions to sixteen millions this is 
not to be wondered at. Taking this into consideration, as well as our increased 
provisions to which I have just referred, and the increased burden on our 
expenditure account, brought about, among other things, by the necessity to 
protect the safety and security of our offices and our assets, and you will well 
understand that we have not been able to maintain our level of profits. 

The unexpected sensitiveness of short-dated Gilt-Edged Securities to political 
events which has lately been so much commented upon has naturally affected us. 
The additional provisions necessitated by the price movement of these securities 
and by our scrutiny of outstanding debts and the prevailing state of political 
unrest have induced us to increase the amount of this vear's appropriation to 
contingency fund. ; 


DIVIDEND DECISION 

In the circumstances, and taking all these things together, your Directors 
have felt themselves confronted with the necessity of recommending a tota 
dividend, subject to income tax, of 6 per cent. on the Ordinary and “A” 
Ordinary shares, as compared with last year’s 10 per cent. An interim dividend 
of 4 per cent. having already been paid, this means a final dividend of ? per 
cent. I feel sure that shareholders will agree with this policy of the Directors 
which follows the lines of reasonable prudence. 


THE INVESTMENTS 

You will have seen from the accounts that the investments other than Gilt-Edged 
Securities, which in past years have appeared’ in our balance-sheet in one 
ttem, have now been split up into several items. It has been thought that 
some more specified indication of the nature of those investments might interest 
shareholders. 1 should, perhaps, add that by far the larger part of those invest- 
ments im various Companies and subsidiaries consist of marketable securities 
and that due provision has been made for differences, if any, between their bo ok 
value and their market price or estimated value.

LILI KRAUSS IN GOOD FORM 


Since this week is devoted entirely to pianoforte performances. let 
me record at once that Lili Krauss was in good form at the Aeolian 
Hall on Tuesday. Here is a player of whom little can be said. because 
her playing means so much. It is not that she is an impeccable pianist; 


not way wardness alone was responsible for certain inaccuracies in her 
fineering. But in this Beethoven programme, as in all else she plays, 
she approaches music with an essentially musical mind. with an 
understanding of what she intends to play before she plays it, so that 
the slowing down of the Grave section of the op.

ERWIN WEISS

BLOCH’S “SACRED SERVICE” 


Northern Ireland is contributing one of the outstanding musical broad- 
casts of the week with Ernest Bloch’s “ Sacred Service,” which will be given 
from St. Anne's Cathedral, Belfast, on Thursday. It is a Sabbath morning 
service for baritone, mixed chorus, and orchestra. Written at Roveredo 
Capriasca, near Lake Lugano, during 1932-34, “ Sacred Service” is one of 
Bloch’s most important works. The first performance was given at Turin 
in February, 1934, under the composer himself. Bloch says that the 
“Service” is a setting of Hebrew texts used in the Reform Temples of 
America. These texts embody the essence of Israel's aspirations and its 
message to the world. This performance will be conducted by Walton 
O'Donnell, with the B.B.C. Northern [Ireland Orchestra, the B.B.C.
